And to convince the prefenC 
little Race, how unequal all their Meafures were to an

which whoever had in PofTeflion, and ufed with Skill, 
Ihould command the Hearts of all her Beholders : And 
iince (faid fhe fmiling) I have no more to do with ex- 
tending my Conquefts or Triumphs, Til make you a pre- 
fcnt of this ineftimable Rarity.

That in all 
publick Affemblies, the Sexes fecm to feparate them- 
selves, and draw up to attack each other with Eye- 
fhot : That is the Time when the Fan, which is all 
the Armour of a Woman, is of moft Ufe in our De- 
fence; for our Minds are conftrued by the Waving of 
that little Inflrument, and our Thoughts appear in 
Compofure or Agitation according to the Motion of 
it. You may obferve, when PFilL Peregrine comes 
into the Side- Box, Mifs Gatty flutters her Fan as a 
Fly does its Wings round a Candle ; while her elder 
Siiler, who is as much in Love with him as fhe is, is as 
grave as a Vefbl at his Entrance, and the Confequence is 
accordingly.

I HAD the Honour this Evening to vifit fome 
Ladies, where the Subjed of the Converfation was Mo- 
defy, which they commended as a Quality quite as be^ 
coming in Men as in Women. I took the Liberty to 
&y. It might be as beautiful in our Behaviour as in 
theirs, yet it could not be faid, it was as faccefsful in 
Life ; for as it was the only Recommendation in them, 
fo it was the greateft Obftade to us both in Love and 
Bufinefs. A Gentleman prefent was of my Mind, and * 
faid. That we muft defcribe the DilFerence betu'een the 
Modefty of Women and that of Men, or we (hould be 
confounded in our Reafonings upon it; for this Virtue^ 
is to be regarded with Refpeft to our different Ways of 
Life. The Woman^s Province is to be careful in her 
Oeconomy, and chafte in her AfFcdion \ The Man's to 
be aftive in the Improvement of his Fortune, and ready 
to undertake whatever is confiftent with his Reputation 
for that End. Modeily therefore in a Woman has a 
certain agreeable Fear in. all (he enters upon ; and in 
Men it is compofed of a right Judgment of what is pro- 
per for them to attempt. From hence it is, that a dif- 
creet Man is always a modefl one. It is to be noted. 
That Modefty in a Man is never to be allowed as a good 
Quality, but a Weakncfs, if it fuppreffes his Virtue, and 
hides it from the World, when he has at the fame Time 
a Mind to exert himfelf. A Frencb Author fays very 
joftly. That Modcfty is to the other Virtues in a Man, 
^at Shade in a Pifture is to the Parts of the Thing re- 
prefented. It makes all the other Beauties confpicuou5, 
which would otherwtfe be but a wild Heap of Colours. 
This Shade in our A6^kms muft therefore be very juftly 
applied ; for if there be too nmch, it hides our good Qua- * 
mcs^ infiead of ihewing them to Advai^x^^^. 

B 5 i^E^nio'R^ 
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NESTOR- in j^tJ!?efts was an unhappy Inftance of 
this Truth; for he was not only in his Frofeflion t^ 
greateft Man of that Age, but had given more Frppfs 
of it than any other Man ever did ; yet for want jof 
that natural i Freedom and Audacity which is neceilary 
in Commerce with Men, his perfonal Modefly over- 
threw all his publick Adlions. Nefior was in thofe Days 
a ikilful Archite£l, and 'in a Manner the Inventor of 
the Ufe of mechanick Powers, which he brought to fo 
great Ferfeflion, that he knew to an Atom w^t Foun* 
dadon would bear fuch a Superflruflure : And they re- 
cord of him. That he was fo prodigioufly ex^dl, that 
for 'the Experiment- fake, he built an Edifice of great 
Beauty, and feeming Strength ; but contrived fo as to 
bear only its own Weight, and not to admit the Addi- 
tion of the lead Particle. This Building was beheld 
with much Admiration by all the Virtuofi of that Time ; 
but fell down with no other FreiTure, but the fettling of 
a IVren upon the Top of it. Yet Nefior's Modeily was 
fuch, that his Art and Skill were foon difreg^ded, for 
Want of that Manner with which Men of the World 
fupport and aiTert the Merit of their own Performances. 
Soon after this Inftance of his Art, Jti^em was, by the 
Treachery of its Enemies, burnt to the Ground. This 
gave Nfjior the grea^teft Occafion that ever Builder 
had to >render his Name immortal, and his Perfon 
veneralip- : • For all the new City rofe according to 
his DHpibiition, and all the Monuments of tlie Glo- 
ries, and Diftreffes of that People were eredled by that 
f<^ V^Vtift : Nay, all their Temples, as well as Houfes, 
were the EiFefts of his Study and* Labour; infomuch 
that it was faid by afi old Sage, Sure, Ne/or will now 
be famous ; for the Habitations of Gods, as well as Men, 
are built by his Contrivance. But this bafhful Quality 
ilill put a Damp upon his great Knowledge, which has 
as fatal an EfFe6t upon Men's Reputations as Poverty ; 
for as it was faid. The poor Man faved the City, and thq 
poor Man's Labour was forgot ; fo here we find. The 
modeil Man bujlt the City, and the mni^ Man's Skill 
was unknown. 

THUS 
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THUS we fee every Man is the Maker of his own 
Fortune; and whit is very odd to cdniider, he mud iiv 
fome Meafure be the Trumpet of his Fame : Not tbat 
Men are to be tolerated who diredlly praife themfelves^ 
but they are to be endued with a Sort of defenfive £!•- 
quence, by which they ihall be always capable of ex- 
preffing the Rules and Arts by which they govern them* 
felves. 

FARILLVS was the Man of all I have read of 
the happieft in the true Poffeffion of this Quality of Mo- 
deily. My Author fays of him, Modelly in Various is 
really a Virtue ; for it is a voluntary Quality, and the 
Effect of good Senfe. He is naturally bold and enter- 
priiing ; but fo juflly difcreet, that he never a£ts or 
{peaks any thing, but thofe who behold him know he 
has forbom much more than he has performed or uttered^ 
out of Deference to the Perfons before whom he is. This 
makes Varillus truly amiable, and all his Attempts fuc- 
cefsful ; for as bad as the World is thought to be by thofe 
who are peiiiaps unikill'd in it. Want of Succefs in our 
A£tions is generally owing to Want of Judgment in what' 
we ought to attempt, or a rulHck Modefiy which will not 
give us Leave to undertake what we ought. But YnQsn 
unfortunate this diffident Temper is to thofe who are po(^ 
fefTed with it, may be bed feen in the Succeis of fuch as- 
are wholly unacquainted with it. ' 

WE have one peculiar Elegance in our Language 
above all others, which isconfpkuous in the Term FeU 
lQn». This Word added to any of our Adjeftives ex- 
tremely varies, or quite akers the Senfe of that with which 
it is joined. Thus though a modeft Man is the raoft 
unfortunate of all Men, yet a modeft Fellow is as fupcr- 
latively happy. A modeft Fellow is a ready Creature, 
who with great Humility, and as great Forwardnefs, 
vifits his Patrons at all Hours, and meets 'em in all 
Places, and has fo moderate an Opinion of hinirelfy 
that he makes his Court at large. If you won't 
give him a great Employment, he will be glad of a 
little one. He has fo great a Deference for his Bene- 
fa6U>r's Judgment, that as he thinks Vim^\i %\ Va 
any Thing he can get, fo he is above t\o^vcv^ vjVv^ssl 
h oBifted, He h l3ce the yovine B^iclasJUst oi Nc^a^ 
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who came to Town recommended to a Chaplain's Place ; 
but none being vacant^ modelily accepted of that of a 
Pofaion. 

We have very many confpicuous Perfons of this un- 
dertaking yet modeft Turn : I have a Grandfon who is 
very happy in this Quality; I fent him in the Time of 
the laft Feace into franu. As foon as he landed at Calais^ 
he fent me an exaft Account of the Nature of the People, 
and the Policies of the King of France, I got him fmce 
chofen a Member of a Corporation : The modefl Crea- 
ture, as foon as he came into the Common Council, told 
ji Senior Burgefs, he was perfedlly out of the Orders of 
their Houfe. In other Circumftances, he is fo thoroughly 
modeft a Fellow, that he feems to pretend only to Things 
he underflands. He is a Citizen only at Court, and in 
the City a Courtier. In a Word, to fpeak the Charac- 
teriftical DiiFerence between a modeft Man and a modeft 
Fellow 5 the modeft Man is in Doubt in all his Adlions; 
B modeft Fellow never has a Doubt from his Cradle to his 
Grave, 
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Whitens (jhocolatehou/e, Auguft 10, 
IThe'Ci'vil Eujband. 

TH £ ;Fatc. and Charadler of the inconfiant Of- 
«i)^/r/ is a juft Excufe for the little Notice taken 
|>y his Wjdowj of his Departure out of this Life, which 
^as equally troublefom-e to Elmira his faithful Spoufe, 
■axid to himfelf. That Life paiTed between them after 
this Manner, is the Reafon the Town has juft now re- 
cfeivcd. 4 Lafly with all that Gaiety, after having been 
a ReKft W three Months^ which other Womea hard- 
ly «flume imder fifteen »fter fuch a Difafter. Elmira 
is the Daughter of a rich and worthy Ckizeu, who 
gave her *• Qfit^ with a Portion which might have 
.mktmed iter «tt JUIimce with out nobleft - Houfes, 
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ftad fixed her in the Eye of the World, where her 
Story had not been now to be related : For her good 
Qualities had made her the Object of univerfal Efteem 
among the polite Part of Mankind, from whom (he 
bas been baiiiih'd and immur*d till the Death of her 
Gaoler. It is now full fifteen Years fince that beauteous 
Lady was given into the Hands of the happy 0/myn, 
who in the Senfe of all the World received at that Time 
a Prefent more valuable than the Pofleflion of both the 
Jtuiies. She was then in her early Bloom, with an 
Underfbuiding and Difcretioo very little inferior to the 
moft experienced Matrons. She was not beholden to 
the Charms of her Sex, that fier Company was pre- 
ferable to any 0/myn could meet with abroad ; for were 
all (he fiud confidered, without Regard to her being a 
Woman, it might ftaftd the Examination of the fe- 
vereft Judges. She had all the Beatfty of her own 
Sex, with all the Converfiition-Accomplifhments of ours. 
But 0/ffnu very foon grew furfeited with the Charms of 
her PerUm by Pofieffion, and of her Mind by Want 
of Taile ( for he was one of that loofe Sort of Men, 
who have but one Reafon for fetting any Value upon 
the Fair Sex, who confider even Brides but as new 
Women, and confequently negledt 'em when they ceafe 
to be fuch. All the Merit of Elmira could not pre- 
vent her becoming a mere Wife within few Months 
after her Nuptials ; and Ofinyn had fo little Relifh for 
her Converfation, that he complained of the Advan- 
tages of it. My Spoufe (faid he to one of his Com- 
rnions] is fo very difcreet, fo good, fo virtuous, and 
know not what, that I think her Perfon is rather 
the Objed of Edeem than of Love ; and there is fuck 
a Thing as a Merit, which caufes rather Diftancc 
than Paffion. But there being no Medium in the State 
of Matrimony, their Life began to take the ufual Gra- 
dations to becopae the moll irkfome of ail Beings. 
They grew in the firft Place very complaifantj and 
having at Heart a certain Knowledge that they were 
indifferent to each other. Apologies were made for e- 
Yery little Circumflance which they tkoM<^^ >^«(sv)'^ 
their amtual Coldnefs.

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Trifle ; and, as « Sign of certain Decay of Affe^ion, 
die Word perhaps was introduced in all their Diicourfe. 
/ ban/e a Mind to go to the Park^ fays fhe; hut perhaps, 
tgp Dear, you *wHl tuant the Coach on fome other Occafion. 
& nmuld ntery willinglj cany her to the Piay\ hut ftx^ 
haps Jht bad rather go to Lady CentaureV and play at 
Ombre. They were both Perfons of good Difcerniog, 
and foon found that they mortally hated each other, by 
dieir Manner of hiding it. Certain it is, that there are 
(bme Genio*s which are not capable of pure AfFedion, 
and a Man is bom with Talents for it as much as for Po- 
etry or any other Science. 

OS MTN began too late to find the Imperfedlion of 
hh own Heart, and ufed all the Methods in the World 
to corred it, and argue himfelf into Return of Deiire 
and Paflion for his Wife, by the Contemplation of her 
excellent Qualities, his great Obligations to her, and 
the high Value he faw all the World except himfelf 
did put upon her. But fach is Man^s unhappy Condi- 
doo, that tho* the Weaknefs of the Heart has a pre- 
vailing Power over the Strength of the Head, yet the 
Strength of the Head has but fmall Force againft the 
Weaknefs of the Heart. 0/myn therefore ftruggled in 
vain to revive departed Ddlre ; and for that Reafon 
refolved to retire to one of his Eftates in the Country, 
and pafs away his Hours of Wedlock in the noble Di> 
verfions of the Field; and in the Fury of a difap- 
pointed Lover, made an Oath, to leave neither Stag, 
Fo3f, or Hare living, during the Days of his Wife. 
Befides, that Country Sports would be an Amiifement, 
he hoped alfo, that his Spoufe would be half killed by 
the very Senfe of feeing this Town no more, and would 
dunk her Life ended as foon, as fhe left it. He com- 
monicated his Defign to Elmira, who received it, (as 
now ihe did all Things) like a Perfon too unhappy to 
be reb'evcd or afflifted by the Circumftance of Place, 
This unexpefted Refignation made Ofmyn refolve to be 
as obliging to her as poffible ; and if he could not pre- 
vail upon himfelf to be kind, he took a Refolution at 
leaft to ad fincerely, and communicate frankly to her 
the Weaknefs ti his Temper, to excufe the Indifference 
of his Behaviour. He difpoled his Hooflxdd in the

THE Lady anfwered without the leaft ObfervatioB 
on the Extravagance of the Speech : 

MT Dear, Tou ha*ue lived moft of your Days in a Courts 
and I have not been vjholly unacquainted tvith that Sort 
of Life, In Courts, you fee Good-voill isfpoken with great 
Warmth, Ill-Will covered tvith great Civility, Men art 
long in Civilities to thofe they hate, and jSbort in Exfrejffont 
of Kindnefs to thofe they love, therefore, my Dear, let ui 
he well bred ft ill, and it is no matter, as to all *who fei 
us, nvhether vjelove or hate: And to let you fee hovj much 
you are beholden to me for nry Conduit^ 1 have both hated' 
and defpifed you, my Dear, this Half Tear; and yet net' 
ther in Language or Behaviour has it been vifihle but that 
I loved you tenderly.

WHEN the Hero has fpoken this Sentiment, there 
is nothing that is great, which cannot be expelled from 
one whofe firft Pofition is the Contempt of Death to fo 
high a Degree, as making his Exit a Thing wholly in < 
different, and not a Part of his Care, but that of Heaven 
and Fate.

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he was to feed^ and all the animal and vegetable World 
about him. There is therefore an afliduous Care and 
Cultivation to be bedowed upon our Pafilons and AfFec- 
tions; for they, as they are the Excrefcencies of our 
Souls, like our Hair and Beards, look horrid or becoming, 
as we cut or let 'em grow. All this grave Preface is 
meant to aflign a Reafon in Nature for the unaccountable 
Behaviour of Duum'vir^ the Hufband and Keeper.

In a Word, the affec- 
tionate Part of his Heart being corrupted, and his true 
Tafte that way wholly loft, he has contracted a Prejudice 
to all the Behaviour of Laura, and a general Partiality in 
Favour of Fbillis, It is not in the Power of the Wife to 
do a pleafing Thing, nor in the Miftrefs to commit one 
that is difagreea^e.

How is thy Condition 
altered, fince Crowds of Youth hung on thy Eye, and 
watched its Glances ? It is not many Months fince Laura 
was the Wonder and Pride of her own Sex, as well as 
the Deiire and Paflion of ours. At Plays and at Balls, 
the juft Turn of her Behaviour, the Decency of her 
Virgin Charms, chaftis'd, yet added to Diverfions. At 
pubhck Devotions, her winning Modefty, her refigned 
Carriage, made Virtue and Religion appear with new 
Ornaments, and in the natural Apparel of Simplicity and 
Beauty. In ordinary Converfations, a fweet Conformity 
of Manners, and an Humility which heightened all the 
Complacencies of Good- Breeding and Education, gave 
her more Slaves than all the Pride of her Sex ever made 
Women wifh for.

If 
ever Aglaura comes to the Empire of this Inconfbmt, 
fhe wiU endear the Memoiy of her PredecefTor. But 
in the mean Time it is melancholy to coniider. That the 
Virtue of a Wife is like the Merit of a Poet, never juftly 
valued till after Death.

BUT 1 am divertca from profecuting Stenior*9 Re- 
formation, by an Accounr, Tnat the two faithful Lovers, 
Li/indif and *^orium\ are dead; for no longer ago than 
the firft of the laft Month they fwore eternal Fidelity to 
each other, and to love till Death. Ever fmce that 
Time, Lifandtr has been twice a Day at the Chocolate- 
houfe, vifus in every Circle, is miffing four Hours ia 
four and twenty, and will give no Account of himfelf. 
Thefe are undoubted Proofs of the Departure of a Lover $ 
and confequently Corinva is alfo dead as a Miftrefs. I

WHILE others are bufied in Relations which con- 
cern the Interefts of Princes, the Peace of Na- 
tions, and the Revolutions of Empire, I think (though 
thefe are very great Subjefts) my Theme cf Bifcourfe 
is fometimes to be of Matters of- a yet higher Confide- 
ration. The (low Steps of Providence and Nature^ ^tvd. 
ftraogf ■ Events which are brought abonut Va «sk It^xi^^ 
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are what, as they come within our View and Obfer' 
vation, (hall be given to the Publick. Such Things are 
net accompanied with Shew and Noife, and therefore 
fddom draw the Eyes of the unattentive Part of Man* 
kind; but are very proper at once to exercife our Hu« 
sianity, pleafe our Imaginations^ and improve our Judg- 
stents. It may not therefore be unufeful to relate 
many Circumfhmcesy which were obfervable upon a late 
Ckire done upon a yanng Gentleman who was bom 
blind, and on the 29th ^ June laft received his Sight 
at the Age of twen^ Years, by the Operation of an 
Octtlift. This happened no farther off than Ne^ing* 
ton, and the Work was prepared for in the following 
Manner. 

THE OftnUbOT, Mr. Grant, having obferved the 
Eyes of his Patient, and convinced his Friends and Re- 
lations, among others the Reverend Mr. Ca/wel/, Mi* 
nifter of the Place, that it was highly probable he 
fhould remove the Obftade which prevented the Ufe 
of his Sight; all his Acquainunce, who had any Re- 
gard ibr the young Man, or Curiofity to be prefent 
when one of full Age and Underftanding received a new 
Senie, aiTembled themfelves on this Occafion. Mr. Ca/- 
qv^// being a Gentleman particularly curious, defired the ' 
whole O^sbpany, in cafe theBlindnefs (hould.be cured, 
to keep Secret, and let the Patient make his own Obfer- 
vations, without the Dire£Uon of any Thing he had re- 
ceived by his other Senfes, or the Advantage of difcover- 
ing his Friends by their Voices. Among feveral others, 
the Mother, Brethren, Sifters, and a young Gentlewo- 
man for whom he had a Pafllon, were prefent. The 
Work was performed with great Skill and Dexterity. 
, When the Patient iirtt received tlfe Dawn of Light, there 
appeared fuch an Ecftafy in his Action, that he feemed 
I ready to fwooh away in the Surprize of Joy and Won- 

der. The Surgeon ftood before him with his Inftru- 
^ ments in his Hands. The young Man obferved him 
[[ from Head to Foot ; after which he furveyed himfelf as 
fj[* carefully, and feemed to compare him to himfelf j and 
obferving both their Hands, feemed to think they 
were aatdly sdike, except the Inftruments, whidi he 
' for Parts of his Haads. When h« had coatmed 
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ia this Amazement fomc Time, his Mother cooW not 
longer bear the Agitations of fo many Paffions as throng'd 
upon her, but fell upon his Neck, crying out, my Son I 
My Son I The Youth knew her Voice, and could fpeak 
no more than. Oh me ! Are you my Mother ? and 
fainted. The whole Room, you will eafily conceive, 
were very afFeftionately employed in recovering him ; • 
but above all, the young Gentlewoman who loved him, 
and whom he loved, fhriek^d in the loudeil Manner. 
That Voice feem'd to have a fudden Effedl upon him as 
he recovered, and he ihewed a double CurioTity in ob- 
ferving her as fhe fpoke and called to him ; till at lall 
he broke out. What lias been done to me? Whither 
am I carried ? Is all this about me, the Thing I hiLve 
heard fo often of? Is this the Light? Is this Seeing? 
Were you always thus happy, when you fakl, you were 
glad to ike each other? Where is Tom^ who ufed to 
lead me? But I could now, methinks, go any where 
without him. He offered to move, but feemed afraid of 
every Thing around him. When' they faw his Diffi- 
culty, they told him, till he became better acquainted 
with his new Being, he muft let the Servant flill lead 
him. The Boy was called for, and prefented to him» 
Mr. Ca/we// afked him, What Sort of Thing he took 
T^m to be before he had feen him. He anfwered. He 
believed there was not fo much of him as of himfelf ; 
but he fiincied him the fame Sort of Creature. The 
Noife of this fudden Change made all the Neighbour- 
hood throng to the Place where he was. As he faw 
the Croud thickening, he defired Mr. Cajkvell to tell 
him how many there were in all to be feen. The Gen- 
tleman, fmiliog, anfwered him, That it would be very 
proper for hiin to return to his late Condition, and fufFer 
his Eyes to be covered, till they had received Strength ; 
for he might remember well enough, that by Degrees he 
had from little and little come to the Strength he had 
at prefent in his Ability of Walking and Moving ; and 
that it was the fame Thing with his Eyes, which, he 
iaid, would lofe the Power of continuing to him that 
wonderful Tranfport he was now in, excei^t W >9qts^^ 
be contented to lay afide the \3{e oi \Vrn\, a^ x^vf 
w»e Arong enoagb to bear th^Iai^t vnsiwwx^^'^'^^^ 
Vai.IJ. ^ c • ^t.^vwfe^ 
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Feeling, as he knew he underwent at preTent. With 
much Reladance he was prevailed upon to have his Eyes, 
bound, in which Condition they kept him in a dark 
Room, till it was proper to let the Organ receive its 
Objedls without farther Precaution. During the Time of 
this Darkneis, he bewailed himfelf in the mod diftrefied 
Manner, and accufed all his Friends, complaining that 
fome Incantation had been wrought upon him, and fome 
ilrange Magick ufed to deceive him into an Opinion, 
that he had enjoy'd what they called Sight. He added, 
I'hat the ImpreiTions then let in upon his Soul would cer- 
tainly diflraft him, if he were not fo at that prefent. At 
another Time he would drive to name the Perfons he 
had feen among the Croud after he was couched, and 
would pretend to fpeak (in perplexed Terms of his own 
making) of what he in that fhort Time obferved. But 
on the 6th Inftant it was thought fit to unbind his Head, 
and the young Woman whom he loved was inftrudled to 
open his Eyes accordingly, as .well to indear herfelf to 
him by fuch a Circumftance, as to moderate his Ecftafies 
by the Perfuafion of a Voice, which had fo much Power 
over him as hers ever had. When this belovM young 
Woman began to take off the Binding of his Eyes, (he 
talk'd to him as follows : 

* li/fr. WILLIAM^ I am now taking the Binding 

< off, though when I coniider what I am doing, I trem- 

< ble with the Apprehenfion, that (though I have from 

* my very Childhood loved you, dark as you were, and

And Letters from BfrUa give the following Account of 
the Remains of the Sfwedi/h Army fince the Battle : Prince 
Memdkoff being order'd to purfue the Vidory, came up 
with the Snuedtfii Army (which was left to the Command 
of General Lewenhaupt) on the 30th of June^ O. S. on 
the Banks of the Borifthenes i vihtxea^u he fent Ge- 
neral Livjenhaupt a Summons to fubmit himfelf to his 
preient Fortune t Lenvenhaupt immediately difpatched 
Three General Officers to that Prince, to treat about a 
Capituhtion; but the Swedes^ though they confined of 
1 5000 Men, were in h great Want of Provifion and 
Ammunition, that they were obliged to fui^^nder them- 
felves at Difcretion. His Czarifh Majedy difpatched an 
Exprefs to General GoUt^ with an Account of thefe Par- 
ticulars, and alfo wkh Inibiidions to fend out Detach-

to that Buiinefs, notwithftanding fome new DifEculties 
Parted by the Abbot of St. GalL Letters from Geneva 
of the 9th fay, That the Duke of Sa<voy^s Cavalry had 
join'd Count Tbaun^ as had alfo Two imperial Regi- 
ments of HufTars ; and that his Royal Highnefs's Army 
H'as difpofod in the following Manner : The Troops un- 
der the Command of Count 7haun are extended from 
Conftans to St. ?(ter D' Migni, Small Parties are left 
in feveral Polls from thence to Little St. Bernard^ to 
prefervc the Communication with Pudmont by the Val- 
ky of Jofia, Some Forces are alfo polled at Taloir, 
and in the Cadle of Dcin^ on each Side of the Lake of 
jinneci. General Rhehinder is encamped in the Valley 
of Oulx with 10000 Foot, and fome Detachments of 
Horfe : His Troops are extended from Exilles to Mount 
Genevre^ fo that he may eafily penetrate into Dauphine 
on the lead Motion of the Enemy ; but the Duke of 
Berwick takei all neccffary Precautions to prevent fuch 
an Enterprizc. That GeneraPs Head Quarters are at 
Francin\ and he hath difpofed his Army in feveral Par. 
ties, to preferve a Communication with the Maurienne 
and Brian^cn, He hath no Provifions for his Army but 
from Sa'uoy % Provence and Dauphine being .unable to 
fupply him with Necciferies. He left two Regiments 
of Dragoons at jhtnen^ who fufFered very much in the 
late Adlion at Tejfons^ where tliey loft 1500, who were 
killed on the Spot, 4 Standards, and 300 Prifoners, 
among whom were 40 Officers. The laft Letters from 
ihe Duke of Marlhorough\ Camp at Orcbies of the 19th 
Inftant advife. That Monlieur Revignan being returned 
from the French Court with an Account, That the King 
of France refufed to ratify the Capitulation for the Sur- 
render of the Citadel of "Toumay^ the Approaches have 
been carried on with great Vigour and Succefs: Our 
Miners have difcovcred feveral of the Enemy's Mines, 
who have fprung divers others, which did little Execu- 
eJon; but for the better Security of the Troops, both Af- 
^u/^ are carried on by ihc cautioua "Way of Sa^^v^u^* 
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On the 18th, the Confederate Army made a general Fo- 
rage without any Lofs. Marfhal Villars continues in his 
former Camp, and applies himfelf with great Diligence 
in cafting up new Lines behind the old on the Scarpa 
The Duke of Marlborough and Prince Eugene defigned to 
begin a general Review of the Army on the 20th.

and Cheats : I told him, they were a Sort of Tame Huf- 
fars, that were allowed in our Cities, like the wild Ones

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tue for the Age he lives in, would not let this Matter 
be 'thu^ palliated, but told my PopO, That he was to

thefe civil HufTars, who had got fo much Countenance, 
that the Breeding and Fafhion of the Age turned their 
Way to the Ruin of Order and OEconoroy in all Places 
where they are admitted. But Sophronius^ who never 
falls into Heat upon any Subjedt, but applies proper Lan- 
guage, Temper, mxA Skill, with which the Thing in 
De^te is to be treated, told the Youth, that Gentleman 
had fpoken nothing bat what was literally true, but fell 
upon it with too much Earnednefs, to give a true Idea 
c^ that Sort of People he was declaiming againft, or to 
remedy the Evil which he bewail'd : For the Accept- 
ance of thefe Men being an 111 which hath crept into 
the Converfadon-Part of our Lives, and not into our 
Conflitution itfelf, it muft be corredled where it began, 
and confequently is to be amended only by bringing 
Raillery lusd Derifion Aipon the Perfons who are guilty, 
or thofe who converfe with them. For (he Sharpers 
(continued he) ae preicnt are not as formerly, under die 
Acceptation df Pickpockets; but are by Coftom ere£led 
into a real and venerable Body of Men, and have fub« 
dued OS to fo very particular a Deference to them, that tho* 
they are known to be Men without Honour or Confci- 

, edce, no Demand is called a Debt of Honour fo indif- 
putaUy as theirs. You may lofe your Honour to thto, 
but they lay none againft you : As the Priefthood in Ro- 
man Catholick Countries can purchafe what they pleafe 
for the Church, but they can alienate nothing from it. 
It is from this Toleration, that Sharpers are to be found 
among all Sorts of AiTemblies and Companies, and every 
Talent amongil Men is made ufe of by feme one or other 
of the Society for the Good of their Common Caufe;

feiTed Follower, if he might be admitted ? Monoculus^s 
Gravity would be no lefs inviting to a Beginner in 
•ConverfatiQn, and the Snare of his Eloquence would 
-equally canrh 6ne who had never ieen an old Gentleman 
To very wife, and yet fo little fevere. Many other In- 
fiances of extraprdinary Men among the Brotherhood 
might be produced; but every Man who knows the 
Town, can fupply himielf with fuch Examples without 
'their being named. Will, Vafer^ who is flulful at find- 
ing out the ridiculous Side of a Thing, and pkdng it in 
a new and proper Light, (though he very feldom taller) 
thought fit to enter into this Subje£k. He has lately loll 
certain looTe Sums, which Half the Income of his Eltate 
will bring in within feven Years : Beiides which, he pro- 
..pofes to marry, to fet all right. He was therefore indo-

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Greek or Trojem^ when they fell in their Way, upon a 
Party. But there is a memorable Verfe, which gives us 
an Account of what broke that whole Body, and made 
both Greeks and Trojans Mafters of the Secret of their 
Warfare and Plunder. There is nothing fo pedantick 
as man.y Quotations ; therefore I fliall inform you only, 
that in thb Battalion there were two Officers, called 
'Jherjites and Pandarus ; they were both lefs renowned 
for their Beauty than their Wit ; but each had this par- 
ticular Happinefs, that they were plunged over Head 
and Ears in the fame Water, which made /Achilles invul- 
nerable; and had ever after certain Gifts, which the reft 
of the World were never to enjoy. Among others, they

Gaming 
began among the Lydians to divert Hunger, I could 
cite many Authorities, to prove it had its Rife at the 
Siege of Troy j and that Ulyjes won the fevcnfold Shield 
at Hazard. But be that as it may, the Ruin of the 
Corps of the Myrmidons proceeded from a Breach be- 
tween Therfites and Pandarus, The firft of thefe was 
Leader of a Squadron, wherein the latter was but a 
private Man ; but having all the good Qualities necef- 
^ry for a Partizan, he was the Favourite of his Officer. 
But the whok Hiftory of the feveral Changes in the 
Order of Sharpers, from thofe Myrmidons^ to our mo- 
dern Men of Addrefs and Plunder, will require that we 
confult fome antient Manufcripts. As we make thefe 
Enquiries, we ihall diurnally communicate them to the

who is a Paoon of the Mufes, aad alir honeft ProfelTionsr 
has been noted by the learned Job GoAmrj to be the 
Caafe, that Cunning and Trick ar$ mare efteenud than Art 
and Science. It mull be allowed alfo^ to the Memory of 
Ms, Partridge, late of Cecil-ftreet in the Strand, that irt 
his Anfwer to an Horary Queftion, At what Hoar of the 
Night to fet a Fox-Trap in June 1705 ? he has largely 
difcufs'd, under the Character of Reynard, the Manner of 
iarprizing all Sharpers as well as him. But of thefe great 
Points^ ^ter more mature Deliberation.

He had too fenfible a Spirit to fee the mod 
lovely of all Qbje£t& without' being moved with Faflion : 
Beiides which, there was no Obligation of Honour or 
Virtue to reilrain his Defires towards one who was his 
by the Fortune of War. Bat a noble Indignation, and 
a fu^den Sorrow, which appeared in her Countenance,, 
w^en a Goni|ueror cafi his Eyes upon her, raifed 1m» 
Curidfify to know her Story. He was informed. That 
(he was a Lady of the higheft Condition in that Country^ 
and contradled to InMt/isy a Man of Merit and C2nality. 
The generous Roman foon placed himfelf in the Con- 
dition of that unhappy Man, who was to lofe fo charm- 
ing a Bride ; and though a Youth, a Bachelor, a Lover,, 
and a Conqueror, immwliately refolved to refign all the 
Invitations of hisPaffioni and the Rights of his Power, 
to rellore her to her deftined Hufband. With this Pur- 
pofe he commanded her Parents and Relations, as well 
as her Hufband, to attend him at an appointed Time. 
When they met, and were waiting for the General, myj 
Author frames to himfelf the different Concern of an 
unhappy Father, a defpairing Lover, and a tender 
Mother, in thje feveral Perfons who were fo related to 
the Captive.

Raptures y above all the Tranfports vjhich you could have 
reaped from the Pojfejpon of her injured Perfon ? The tem- 
perate Sci^o anfwered him without much Emotion, and 
faying. Father^ he a Friend to Rome, retired. An im- 
menfe Sum was offered as her Ranfom, but he fent it to 
her Hulband, and froiling, faid, This is a Trifle after 
what I have given him already ; but let Indihilis know, 
that Chadity at my Age is a much more difficult Virtue 
to pradlife than Generoiity.

The next Day, at 8 in the Morn« 
ing, when the French obferved we were relieving our 
Trenches, they fprung a larger Mine than any they had 
fired during the Siege, which killed only foor private 
Centinels.

Be- 
tween the 24th and 25th, we repaired fome Works 
which the Enemy had ruined. On the next Day, fome 
of the Enemy^s Magazines^ blew up ; and it is thought 
they were defhoy'd on Purpofe by fome c^ their Men, 
who are impatient of the Hardfhips of the prefent Ser- 
vice. There happened noehing remarloible Uit two or 
diree Days following. A Deierter, who came out of 
the Citadel on the 27th, (ays the Garrifon is brought 
to the VLXmok Neceflity; That their Bread and Water 
are both very bad : And that they were reduced to eat 
Horfe-Flepi. The Manner of fighting in this Siege has 
difcovered' a Gallantry in our Men unknown to former 
Ages ; their meeting with adverfe Parties under Ground, 
where tvcry Step is taken with Apprehenfions of being 
blown up with Mines below them, or cruflied by the 
Fall of the Earth above them, and all this aded in 
Darknefs, has fomething in it more terrible than ever is 
met with in any other Part of a Soldier's Duty. How- 
ever, this is performed with great Chearfulnefs. In 
other Parts of the War we have alfo good Profpedls : 
Count Tbaun has taken Aunecy^ and the Count dt Merci 
mtrch*d kito Franche Comfte, while his Elefloral High- 
ne6 is mnch fuperior in Number to Monfieur d^ Har- 
€§un ; fo that both on the Side of Siwoy and Gfrmany^ 
we have Reafoa to expe£t very faddealy fome great 
Event.

TO proceed regularly in the HiftQiy of my Wor* 
thle$» I ought to give an Account of what has 
pAiTed from Day to Day in this Place ; but a young Fel- 
low of my Acquaintance has fo lately been refcued out of 
the Hands of the Knights of the Induftry, that I rather 
chufe to relate the Manner of his Efcape from *em, and 
the uncommon Way which was ^fed to redaim him, than 
to go on in my intended Diary. 

YOU are to know then, that Tom, Wildair is a Stu- 
dent of the Irm$r Temple^ and has {pent his Time, fince 
jbe left the Univeriity for that Place, in the common Di« 
veriions of Men of Faihion ; that is to fay, in Whoring, 
Drinking and Gaming.

Tom w^ fo afioniihed at the Receipt of this Order, that

I H A D lail Night the Fate to drink a Bottle with 
Two of thefe Firemen^ who are indeed difperfed like 
the Myrmidons in all Quarters, and to be met with 
among thofe of the moft different Education. One of my 
Companions was a Scholar with Fire ; and the other a 
Soldier of the fame Complexion. My learned Man 
would fail into Difputes, and argue without any Man- 
ner of Provocation or Contradidtion : The other was de- 
dfive without Words, and would give a Shrug or an 
Oath to exprefs his Opinion. My learned Man was a 
meer Scholar, and my Man of War as meer a Soldier. 
The Particularity of the firll was ridiculous, that of the 
fecond, terrible. They were Relations by Blood, which 
in fome Meafure moderated their Extrav^ancies towards 
each other: I gave myfelf up meerly as a Perfon of 
no Note in the Company, but as if brought to be con- 
vinced, that I was an inconiiderable Thing, any other* 
wife than that they would (hew each other to me, and 
make me Spectator of the Triumph they alternately en* 
joyM.

Lovers, to fupply them with Chat to their MiftreiTes. 
than it has been to pretended Men of Pleafure to fupport 
them in being pert and dull, and faying of every Fool 
of their Order, Such a one has Fin. There is Colonel 
truncheon who marches with Diviiions ready on all Occa- 
iions; an Hero who never doubted in his Life, but is 
ever poiitively fixed in the Wrong, not out of obllinate 
Opinion, but invincible Stupidity. 

I T is very unhappy for this Latitude of London^ that 
it is poflible for fuch as can learn only Fafhion, Habits 
and a Set of common Phrafes of Salutation, to pafs with 
\no other Accompliihments, in this Nation of Freedom., 
for Men of ConverTation and Senfe. All thefe oueht to 
pretend to, is, not to offend ; but they carry it fo far, as 
to be negligent, whether they offend or not ; For they 
ha^ve Fire. But their Force differs from true Spirit, as 
much as a vicious from a mettlefbme HorTe. A Man of 
Fire b a general Enemy to all the Waiters where yoa 
dsink, 18 the only Man affronted at the Company's being 
negfeded, and makes the Drawers abroad, his Valet de 
Chambre and Footman at home, know, he is not to be 
provoked withpat Danger. 

Tills is not the Fire that animates the noble Ma- 
finuSf a Youth of Goodnature, Affability, and Mode- 
lation. He commands his Ship as an Intelligence moves 
its Orb : He is the Vital Life, and his Officers the Limbs 
,q£ the Machine. His Vivacity is feen in doing, all the 
Offices of Life with Rcadmels of Spirit, and Propriety in 
the Manner of doing them. To be ever adive in. lau- 
dable Purfuits, is the diffingniihing Charader of. a Man 
of Merit ; while the common Behaviour. o£ every gay 
Coxcomb of Fire is to be confidently in.the Wrongs and 
dare to perfift in it.

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formances had their proper Refhidions. The greateft 
Evils in human Society are fuch as no Law can come 
at, as m the Cafe of Ingratitude, where the Manner of 
obliging ytry often leaves the Benefadlor without Meani 
of demanding JufUce, though that very Circumftance 
ihould be more binding to the Perfon who has received 
the Benefit. On fuch an Occafion, fhall it be poffible 
for the Malefa^or to efcape ? And is it not lawfid to 
fet Marks upon Perfons who live within the Law, and 
do bafe Thmgs ? Shall not we ofe the fame Protec* 
tion of thofe Laws to puniih them, which they have to 
defend themfelves? We (hall therefore take it for a 
vtry moral AfHon to find a good Appellation for Of- 
fenders, and to turn them into Ridicule under feigned 
Names. 

I AM advertifed by a Letter of Juguft the X5th,

LET the BeaaceoQS C/r^m/ra then (hew us her real 
Pice^ and know, that every Stage of Life has its pecu- 
liar Charms, and that there is no Neceffity for Bhy to 
be Fifteen: That chikiifli Colouring of her Cheeks is 
now as nograceful, te that Shape wodd have been when 
her Face wore its real Countenance. She has Senfe^ 
and ought to know, that if (he will not follow Nature, 
Nature will follow her. Time then has made that Per- 
fbn which had (when I vifited her Grandfather) an 
i^eeable Bloom, fprightly Air, and foft Utterance, now 
so led graceful id a lovely Afped, an awful Manner, 
and maternal Wifdom.

You find either fome odd old Woman, who is per- 
mittedl to rule as long as (he lives, in Hopes of ^her 
Death, and to interrupt all Things; or fome imperti- 
nent young Woman, who will tafic fillily upon the 
Strength m loolung heandfully. I will not anfwer for 
k, but it may be, that I (like all other old Fdlows) 
^ d Foodaefs for ^ Faihions and Manners which 
^M whm I was yoass and \a fiSkmi vi^df i 
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But certain it is. That the Tafte of Grace and Beaatjr 
is very xnach lowerM. The Fine Women tfaejr fliew 
me now-adays, are at beft but pretty Girls to me who 
have feen Sacbariffa^ when all the World repeated the 
Poems (he infjnr'd ; and Villana^ when a yoothfal Kmg, 
was her Snl^^. The Things you follow and mako 
Songs on now, (hoold be (ent to knit, or fit down to 
Bobbins or B<me-Lace: They are indeed neat, and fo 
are their Sempftrefles ; they are pretty, and fo are their 
Handmaids. But that graceful Motion, that awful Mien, 
and that winning Attradion, which grew upon *em from 
the Thoughts and Conrer^tions they met with in my 
Time, are now no more feen. They tell me I am old : 
I am glad I am fo s for I don't like your prefent young 
Ladies. 

THOSE among us, who fet up for any Thing of 
Decorum, do fo mSUke the Matter, that they offend 
on the . other Side. Five young Ladies who are of no 
fmall Fame for their great Sorerity of Manners, and 
exemplary Behaviour, would lately go no where with 
their Lovers but to an Ornm-loft in a Church, where 
they had a cold Treat, and fome few Opera Soags, to 
thdr great Refivfhment and Edification. Whether tfadfe 
prudent Perfons had not been as much fo, if this bad 
been done at a Tavern, is not very hard to determine, 
rris fuch filly Starts and incoherences as thefe^ Wlkh 
undervalue the beauteous Sex, and puzzle ns in our 
Choice of Sweetnefs of Temper and Simplicity of Man* 
ners, which are the only lafting Channs of Woman.

I HAVE ever thought it the greateft Dimination to 
the Roman Glory imaginable, that in their Infti* 
tution of publick Triumphs, they led iheir Enemies in 
Chains -when they were Prifoners. It is to be al« 
lowed, that doing all Honour to the Superioritx of 
Heroes above the reft of Mankind, rouft needs* con- 
duce to the Glory and Advantage of a Nation; but 
what (hocks the Imagination to refledl upon, is, that 
a polite People (hould think it reafonable, that an un- 
happy Man, who was no way inferior to the Vi^or 
iMit by the Chance of War, (hould be led like a Slave 
at the Wheels of his Chariot. Indeed, thefe other 
Circomftances of a Triumph, That it was not allowed 
in a Civil War, left Part of it (hould be in Tears, while 
the other was making Acclamations ; That it (hould 
not ht granted, except fnch a Number were dain in 
Battle; That the General (hould be difgraced who 
snade a faHe Mufter of his Dead ; Thefe, I (ay, had 
great and politick Ends in their bcb^ t^(a^^t^« 
and tended to the apparent Benefit 0$ lYi^ Ctimtnwftr 
wesdth. But tbi$3dSiriow to the Cow^autxedL V%& "OP 
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FoundatioB in Nature or Policy^ only to gratify the 
Inlblence of an haughty People, who triumphed over 
barbarous Nations, by a£ting what was fit only for thofe 
very Barbarians to pradlife. It feems wonderful, that 
- they who were fo refined as to take Care that, to com- 
pleat the Honour done to the vidorious Officer, no

Ac- 
don In one that fpeaks in publick, is the fame Thing as 
a good Mien in ordinary Life. Thus, as a certain Infen- 
fj)ility in the Countenance recommends a Sentence of*Hu- 
mour apd Jeil, fo it mud be a very livdy CpDrdoufneft 
that gives Grace to great Sentiments. The Jefl is to be 
a Thing unexpected ; therefore your undeiigping Manner 
Is a Beauty in Expreffipns of Mirth ; but when you arje to 
talk on a Set Subje6l, the more you are moved yourfi^f^ 
the more you will move othei^. 

THERE is, faid he, a rcm^kable Example of that 
Kind, j^fchims, a famous Orator of Antiquity, had 
pleaded at Athens in a great Cacfe againfl Demojihenes ; 
lint having loll it, retired to Rkodcs; Eloquence was 
then the Quality moft admired amons; Men, and the 
Magifb-ates of that I lace having heard he had a Copyi 
of the Speech of Dimoflhsms^ dedred him to repeat 
both their Pleading?:. After his own, he recited alfo tha 
Oration of his Antagonift. The People expreffed theis 
Admjfdtjon cS both, but more of that of Dcmoftbenes. 
M f(?u ^e, laid he^ ^^ lou!d»«d ^i\]ik hftuin^ only

cQprfe t]iey intended to maiLe, than aduaJIy in the Bodf 
of ^ Oration, even when they are upon Matters of fiicb 
a Nature^ as one would believe it were iaspoiTible to tliink 
of without Emotion. 

I OWN there are Excepdoos to this general Qb« 
fiervation, and that the Dean we heard the other Day 
together, is an Orator. He has fo mjogh Regard to Ui 
Congregffttion, that he commits to hisi Memory wjiat 
he is to iay to them; and hj^s fo foft and graceful a 
Behaviour, that it mud attraift your AtteQtioo. His 
Perfon, it is to be confpifed, is no fmall Recgmmei^* 
tion ; but he is to be highly commended for not lofiag 
that Advantage, and adding to the Propriety of Speech 
(which might pafs the Criticifm of Unginns) an A^ioa 
which would have, been approved by Dcmofihencs, He 
has a peculiar Force in his Way, and has many of his 
Audience who could not be intelligent Hearers of his 
DifcourTe, were there not Explanation as well as Grace 
in his A£lion. This Art of his is ufed widi the moCL

WOULD every one of our Clergymen be thus care* 
ful to recommend Truth and Virtue in their proper Fl« 
guresy and ihew fo much Concern for them as to give 
them all the additional: Force they were able, it is nc^ 
poffible that Nonfenfe ihouM have fb many Hearers as 
you find tt has in Diflfenting Congregations, for no Reai* 
fon in the World, but becaufe it is fpoken Extempore t 
For ordinary M&ids are wholly governed by their Eyes 
and Ears, and there is no Way to cojme at their Hearts^ 
but by Power over their Imaginationa. 
^ THERE b my Friod and merry ComjpanioQ 
Darnel: He knows a great deal better than he ipeala» 
and can form a proper IMfcoorfe as well as any Ortho- 
dox Neighbom*. But he knows very well, that to bawt 
out, my Beloited"^ and the ^ords Grace! Regenera- 
donf Sanftification [ A new Light! The Day! The 
Ihy \ Ay, my Beloved, the Day T or rather the Night T 
The Night is coming f And Judgment will* come-, 
when We lead think of it! And lo forth.' ■■ ■ 
He loiows, to be vehement is the only Way to come 
at his Audience. Daniel^ when he fees my Friend' 
Greenbat com<^ in, can give a good Hint, and cry- 
Out, This 18 only for the Saints ! The Regenerated !' 
By tlMs Force of Adtion, though mixed with all the 
Jncoherence and Ribaldry imaginable, J^anitl can laugh 
at his Diocefah, and grow fat by voluntary Subfbrijption, 
while the Parfon of the Parifli goes to Law for Half 
his Dues. Daniel will tell you, It is not the Shep- 
herd, but the Sheep with the BeU, which the Flocfc 
follows. 

ANOTHER Thing, very wonderful this kam^ 

ed Body fliould omit, is. Learning to read ; which ia 

a moft neicefiar^ Part of Eloquence in one who is to 

iefve SBt the Altar: For there is no Man but muil be 

fenfibk, thai tke hzf Tone, and inarticulate Sound of 

oar €QaunomRe9idfii$^ dtpreciates \W m^fiL^gsio^Ytmne 
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of ytTords tkat were ever extant in any Nation or Lai^- 
giiage, to fpeak their own Wants^ or his Power from 
whom we aft: Relief. 

THERE cannot be a greater Inftance of the Power 
of Aftion than in little Parfon Dapper, wbo is the com- 
mon Relief to all the lazy Pulpits in Town. Th& fmart 
Voath has a very good Memory, a quick Eye, and a 
clean Handkerchief. Thas- equipped, he opens his Text, 
(huts liis JBook fairly, ihews he has no Notes in his Bible, 
opens both ) alms, and (hews all is fair there too. Thus, 
with a dectfive Air, my young Man goes on witfaont-He* 
fixation ; and though from the Beginning to the End of 
hk pretty Difcourfe he has not afed one proper Gefture, 
yet at the Conclufion the Churchwarden pulb his Gloves 
fjotn oflF his Head ; Pray, who is this extraordinary 
joung Man? Thus the Force of AAxon is fuch, that it 
is more prevalent, even when improper, than all the Rea[- 
fon bdd Argument in the World without it. This Gen- 
tleman concluded his Difcoorfe by faying, I do not doul)t 
but if our Preachers would learn to fpeak, and our 
Readers to read, within fix Months Time, we fhould 
not have i Diflenter within a Mile of a Church in Great 
Britain.

before Mons. The Direction of the Siege is to be com« 
jnitted to the Prince of Orange^ who deigned to take 
his Pod accordingly with 30 Battalions and 30 Squa* 
drons on the Day following. On the 1 7th Lieutenant- 
General Cadogan fet out for Brujfels^ to haflen the Am-^ 
munition and Artillery which is to be employed in this 
Enterprise ; and the Confederate Army was extended 
from the Haifne to d\e ^rouille^ in order to cover the 
Siege. The Lofs of the Confederates in the Jate Battle 
is not exactly known ; but it appears by a Lift tranfmitted 
to the States- General, that the Number of the Killed and 
Wounded in their Service amounts to above Eight Thou- 
fand. It is computed, that the EngUJh have loft 1500 
Men, and the reft of the Allies above Five Thoufand, in- 
cluding the Wounded. The States General have taken 
the moft fpeedy and eifedual Meafures for reinforcing 
their Troops ; and 'tis expedled, that in eight or ten Days 
the Army will be as numerous as before the Battle. The 
Affairs in Italy afford us nothing remarkable ; only that 
it is hoped, the Difference between the Courts of Vienna 
and Turin will be fpeedily accommodated. Letters from 
Poland i>Teknt us with a near Profpedl of feeing King A- 
gufius re-eftablilhcd on the Throne, all Parties being very 
induftrious to reconcile themfelves to his Interefts.

Creatures ; that the Lives of ordinary Men are fpent in 
Enquiries after the particular Actions of the moft iDn- 
ilrious. True it is, that without this Impulfe to Fame 
and Reputation, our Induflry would ftagnate, and that 
lively Defire of pleafing each other die away. This Opi- 
nion was fo eflablifhed in the Heathen World, that their 
Senfe of Living appeared infipid, except their Being was 
enlivened with a Confcioufnefs, that they were efteemed 
by the reft of the World. 

UPON examining the Proportion of Men's Fame 
for my Table of Twelve, I thought it no ill Way, 
fince 1 had laid it down for a Rule, That they were to 
be ranked fimply as they were famous, without Regard 
to their Virtue, to a(k my Sifter Jenny'^ Advice, and - 
particularly mentioned to her the Name of Arifiottu 
She immediately told me, he was a very great Scholar^, 
and that ftie had read him at the Boarding School. - She 
certainly means a Trifle fold by the Hawkers, called 
AriftotHs Problems, But this raifed a great Scruple in 
me, Whether a Fame increafed by Impofition of others, 
is to be added to his Account, or that thefe Excrefcea- 
cies, which grow out of his real Reputation, and give 
Encouragement to others to pafs Things under the Co- 
vert of his Name, ftiould be confidered in giving him 
his Seat in the Chamber ? This Punftilio is referred to 
the Learned. In the mean Time, fo ill naturcd are 
Mankind, that I believe I have Names already feat me 
fufficient to fill up my Lifts for the dark Room, and 
every one is apt enough to fend in their Accounts of ill 
Defervers. This Malevolence does not proceed from 
a real Diflike of Virtue, but a diabolical Prejudice 
MgaunA it, which makes Men willing to deftroy what 
Jjlt^y care not to imitate. T\i\u ^oul <ee the greateft : 

rashers among your Accpamla&ce, ixi^ ^^^« ^^"ql . 
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five with, are traduced by all below them in Virtue, who 
never mention them but with an Exception. However, 
1 believe I fhall not give the World much Trouble about 
filling my Tables for thofe of evil Fame, for I have foroc 
Thoughts of clapping up the Sharpers there as fad as I can 
lay hold of them. 

AT prefent, I am employed in looking over the 
feveral Notices which I have received of their Man- 
ner of Dexterity, and ihe Way at Dice of making all 
Rugg, as the Cant is. The whole Art of fecuring a 
Die, has lately been fent me by a Pezfon who was of 
the Fraternity, but is difabled by the Lofs of a Finger, 
by which Means he cannot practice that Trick as he 
nfed to do. But I am very much at a Lofs how to 
call fome of the Fair Sex, who are Accomplices with 
the Knights of Induftrj ; for my Metaphorical Dogs 
are eafily enough underilood; but the Feminine Gen- 
der of Dogs has fo har(h a ^ound, that we know not 
kew to name it. fiut I anv credibly informed, that 
there are Female Dogs as voracious as the Males, and 
make Advances to young Fellows, without any other 
Defign but coming to a Familiarity with their Furfcs. 
I have alfo long Liils of Perfons of Condition, who 
are certainly of the fame Regimen with thefe Banditti ^ 
. and inflrumental to their Cheats upon undifcemmg Men 
of their own Rank. Thefe add their good Reputation 
to carry on the Impoftures of others, whofe very Names 
would elfe be Defence enough againft falling into their 
Hands, fiut for the Honour of our Nation, thefe (hall 
be unmentioned, provided we hear no more of fuch 
Pradices, and that they (hall not from henceforward 
ioStx the Society of fuch, as they know to be the com- 
mon Enemies of Order, Difcipline and Virtue. If it 
appear that they go on in encouraging them, they muft 
be proceeded againfl according to the feveral Rules of 
Hiftory, where all is to be laid before the World with 
Jbnpartiality, and without Refpefl to Perfons.

HAVING lately read your Difcourfe about the Fa-- 
mily of Trubies, ivherein you ohfewe^ that there 
are fome luho fall into Laughter out of a certain Bene^vo- 
lence in their Temper ^ and not out of the ordinary Mo- 
ti've^ viz. Contempt and Triumph o^ver the LnperfeSiions of 
others ; J ba*ve conceived a good Idea of your Kno<w ledge of 
Mankind, And as you ha've a Tragi- comic k Genius^ I heg ' 
the Favour of you to give us your Thoughts of a quite diffe* 
rent Effe^ nvhich alfo is caufcd by other Motives than 
nvhat are commonly taken Notice of. What I «wculd have 
you treat of is the Caufe of Jhedding Tears, I defer e you 
ivould difcufs it a little^ vaitb Obfervations upon the va- 
rious Occafeons vohich provoke us to that Exprejfeou of our 
Concern^ &c, 

TO obey this complaifant Gentleman, I know no 
Way fo ihott as examining th^ various Touches of my 
own Bofom, on feveral Occurrences in a long Life, ta 
the Evening of which I am arrived after as many va- 
rious Incidents as any Body has met with. I have often 
refleiled, that there is a great Similitude in the Motions 
of the Heart in Mirth and in Sorrow ; and I think the 
ufual Occafion of the latter, as well as the former, is 
fomething which is fudden and unexpedled. The Nlind 
has Bot a fufficient Time to recolledl its Force, and un-- 
mediately gufhes into Tears before we can utter ourfelves 
by Speech or Complaint. The moil: notorious Caufes of 
thefc Drops from our Eyes, are Pity, Sorrow, Joy, ai^ 
Keconciliation. 

THE Fair Sex, who are made of Man and not of 
Earth, have a more delicate Humanity than we have, 
and Pity is the moft common Caufe of their Tears : 

, l^txt as we are inwardly compofed of an Aptitude to 

every Circuniflance of Life, and every Thing that be- 

falls any one Perfon, might have happened to any other 

^ fiuxnan JRacei Sdf-lovc, anda^iifc oS iJbfc'S^ vi^ 
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ourfelves (hould fuffer in the Circumdances of any 
whom we pity, is the Caofe of that Compafiioa. Such 
a Refledlion in the Bread of a Woman, immediately 
inclines her to Tears; but in a Man, it makes him 
think how fuch a one ought to adl on that Occafion, 
fuitably to the Dignity of his Nature. Thus a Woman 
is ever moved for thofe whom fhe hears lament, and a 
Man for thofe whom he obferves to fuiFer in Silence. It 
is a Man^s own Behaviour in the Circumfhnces he is 
under, which procures him the Eileem of others, and 
not meerly the Affli^ion itfelf which demands our Pity ; 
for we never give a Man that Pafiion which he falls 
into for himfelf. He that commends himfelf, never pur- 
chafes our Applaufe; nor he who bewails himfelf, our 
Pity. . 

GOING through an Alley the other Day, I ob- 
ferved a noify impudent Beggar bawl out, That he was 
wounded in a Merchant- Man ; That he Irnd lofl his poor 
Limbi, and (hewed a Leg ck)uted up. All that paiTed 
^y, made what HaJfte they could out of his Sight and 
Hearing ; but a poor Fellow at the End of the FafTage, 
with a rufty Coat, a melancholy Air, and a fcft Voice, 
defired them to look upon a Man not ufed to beg. Thg 
latter received the Charity of almofi: every one that 
went by. The Strings of the Heart, which are to be 
touched to give us Companion, are not fo play'd on 
but by the £neft Hand. We fee in Tragical Reprefen- 
tations, it is not the Pomp of Language, nor the Mag- 
nificence of Drefs, in which the PaiHon is wrought tkst 
touches fenfible Spirits, but fomethmg of a plain and fim- 
ple Nature which breaks in upon our Souls, by that Sym- 
pathy which is given us for our mutual Good will and 
Service. 

I N the Tragedy of Mackheth, where Wilks aas the 
Part of a Man whofe Family has been murdered in his 
AbTence, the Wildneis of his PafTton, which is run over 
fti a Torrent of calamitous Circumflances, does but raife 
iny Spirits, and give me the Alarm ; but when he fkil- 
fully feems to be out of Breath, and is brought too low 
to fay more ; and upon a fecond Refledvoa ct\s.^^ ^^^ 
wiping his Eyes, WJbat^ both Chxldrml Botb^ bolVa wf 
C^dldraf^(uii/-^Tb.ete is no rc££dn^ a ^»i2K\^'9< ^XaAb 
F 4 ^^ 
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feems to have call about for alt the Reafons pofTible . 
for its Confolation, but has no Recourfe. There is not 
one lefty hut both, both are murder" dl Such fudden Starts 
from the Thread of the Difcourfe, and a plain Senti- 
ment expreffed in an artlcfs Way, are the irrefillible 
Strokes of Eloquence and Poetry. The fame great Ma- 
fter. Shake/pear^ can afford us Inflances of all the Places 
where our Souls are accdTible, and ever commands our 
Tears. But it is to be obferved, that he draws them 
from fome unexpeded Source, which feems not wholl/ 
of a Piece with the Difcourfe. Thus, when Brutus and 
Cajpus had a Debate in the Tragedy of Ca/ar^ and 
rofe to. warm I language againft each other, infomuch 
that it had almoll come to fomething that might be fa- 
tal, till they recollected themfelves: Brutus does more 
than make an Apology for the Heat he had been in, by 
faying, Porcia is dead — Here Cajpus is all Tender- 
nefs, and ready to diiTolve, when he confiders, that the 
Mind of his Friend had been employed on the gftatefl: 
Affliction imaginable, when he had been adding to it 
by a Debate on Trifles ; which makes him in the An- 
guifli of his Heart cry out, Hoix} fcapcd I killing nvhen 
I thus provoked ycu ? This is an Incident which moves 
the Soul in. all its Sentiments ; and Caffiush Heart wa* 
at once touched with all the foft Pangs of Pity, Remorfc^ 
and Reconciliation. It is faid indeed by Horacey If you 
•would hwue me 'vjeep^ you mufl frfinveep yourfelf, . This 
is not literally true, for it would have been as rightly faidy 
if we ©bferve Nature, That I (hall certainly weep, if ypa 
do not : But what is intended by that Expreflion, is^ Tha^ 
it. is not poifible to give Paifion, except you ihew that 
you fuffer yourfelf. Therefore the true Art feems to be, 
that when you would have the Perfon you reprefent pitied, 
you mud ihew him at once in the higheft Grief, and 
ftruggling to bear it with Decency and Patience. In this . 
Cafe, we figh for him, and give him every Groan he fujjV . 
preiTes* ? 

I REMEMBER, when I was young enough to fol- 
low the Sports of the Fields I have more than once rode 
off at the Death of a Deer, when I have feen the Animal • 
^» an ABUdlion which appeared Viuman, vfithoat the leaft 
^^c, let M Tears when he was it4\»e^\o'E;«xtmt^ ^ 
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and I hare thoaght of the Sonow I (aw him in when his 
Haunch came to the Table. But our Tears are not given 
only CO objefb of Pity, but the Mind has Recoune to 
that Relief in all Occafions which give us much Emotion. 
Thus to be apt to (bed Tears, is a Sign of a great as 
well as little Spirit. I have heard fay, the prcfent Pope 
never palTes through the People, who always kneel in 
Crowds, and a(k his Benedidion, but the Tears are feen 
to flow from bb Eyes. This muft proceed from an Ima- 
gination, that he is the Father of all thofe People, and 
that he is touched with fo extenfive a Benevolence, that it 
breaks out into a Paflion of Tears. You fee. Friends, 
who have been long abfent, tranfported in the fame Man- 
ner : A Thoufand little Images crowd upon them at their 
Meeting, as aU the Joys and Griefs they have known 
daring their Separation ; and in one Hurry of Thought, 
they conceive how they fliould have participated in thofe 
Occafions ; and weep, becaufe their Minds are too full to 
wait the flow Expreffion of Words.

THERE is lately broke loofe from the London ?ack^

From my own Apartment, September 16. 

IT IS, as far as it relates to our prefent Being, ,t1ie 
great End of Education to raife ourfelves above die 
Vulgar ; but what is intended by the Vulgar, is not^ 
methinks, enough underftood. In me, indeed, that Word 
raifes a quite different Idea from what it ufaaUy does in 
others; but perhaps that proceeds from my being old^ 
and beginning to want the Relifh of fuch Sadsfadions 
as are the ordinary Entertainment of Men. However^ 
fach as my Opinion is in this Cafe, I will fpeak it ; be- 
caufe it is poilible that Turn of Thought may be received 
fay others, who may reap as much Satisfadlion from it aa 
I do myfelf . 

I T is to me a vtty great Meannefs, and fomething 
much below a Philofopher, which is what I mean by a 
Gentleman, to rank a Man among the Vulgar for the 
Condition of Life he is in, and not according to 
Ibis Behaviour, his Thoughts and Sentiments, in that 
^^Dondition. For if a Man be loaded with Riches and 
^||(iDiiK>ttrs[, wad in chat State ^ of Llf(& h%& Thoughts and 
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Indinations below the meaneft Artifieer; is not fixrh an 
Artificer, who within his Power is good to his Friends, 
moderate in his Demands for his Labour^ and chearfid 
in his Occupation, very much fuperior to him who livei 
for no other End but to ferve himfelf, and aflumes a 
Preference in all his Words and A6Uons to thofe, who 
adl then* Part with much more Grace than himfelf? 
EpiSletus has made ufe of the Similitude of a Stag^- 
Play to human Life with much Spirit. It is not, fays 
he, to be coniidered amopg the Adlors, who is Prince» 
or who is Beggar, but who a£ts Prince or Beggar beft. 
The Circumdance of Life fhould not be that which 
gives us Place, but our Behaviour in that Circumflance 
is what fhould be our folid Diftindtion. Thus, a wife 
Man fiiould think no Man above him or below him, 
any further than it regards the outward Order or Difci- 
pline of the World : For if we take too great an Ide^ 
of the Eminence of our Superiors, or Subordination of 
our Inferiors, it will have an ill EfFedl upon our Beha* 
viour to both. He who thinks no Man above him but 
for his Virtue, none below him but for his Vice, can 
never be obfequious or aiTuming in a wrong Place, but 
will frequently emulate Men in Rank below him, and 
pity thofe above him. 

THIS Senfe of Mankind is fo far from a levelling 
Principle, that it only fets us upon a true Bafis of Di- 
dindtion, and doubles the Merit of fuch as become their 
Condition. A Man in Power, who can, without th» 
ordinary PrepolTefiions which flop the Way to the true 
Knowledge and Service of Mankind, over look the lit- 
tle Diftindions of Fortune, raii'e obfcure Merit, and dif- 
countenance fuccefsfui Jndefert, has, in the Minds of 
knowing Men, the Figure of an Angel rather than a 
Man, and is above the reft of Men in the higbefl Cha- 
rader he can be, even that of their Benefador. , 

TURNING my Thoughts as I was taking my. 
Pipe this Evening after this Manner,. it was no Imall 
Delight to me to receive Advice from fcJid<i, That 
Eboracencis was appointed a Governor of one of their 
Plantations. As 1 am a great Lover of Mankind, I 
took Part in the Happineis oftKcit P^ivvc/^^ >»iv\<2k >«^\^ 
to be governea by one of To ^iCaV. 1 v>]:i\\'\i:-i ■> V^Kv;.^^ 
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and Honour. Ehoracenfis has read all the Schemes 
which Writers have formed of Government and Order; 
and been long converfant with Men who have the Reins 
in their Hands; fo that he can very well diflinguifh 
between Chimerical and Frafticaf Politicks. It is a 
great BleiKng (when Men have to deal with fuch diffe- 
rent Charadlers in the fame Sjpecies as thofe of Freemen 
and Slaves) that they who command have a jail Senfe of 
hnmatr Nature itfelf, by which they- can temper the 
Haughtinefs of the Mafter, and foften the Servitude of 
the Skve; -ttr tiBi erunf ArUs. This is the Notion 
with which thofe of the Plantation xtctiwt Ehoracetiju: 
And as I have caft his Nativity, I find it will be a Re- 
cord made of this Perfon*s Adminiilration ; and on that 
Part of the Shore from whence he embarks to retunr 
from his Government, there will be a Monument withr 
ithefe Words : Here the Peofle ixjeftf and took Lea'oe of 
Bboracenfis, the Jirft Governour our Mother Felicia fent^ 
ntfho, iString bh Comtnand ^erey believed himfelf her Sub'- 
p£t.

He came indeed to hear what might be 
faidj but thinking himfelf his own Maftcr, rcfolvei 
not to be biafied by any Thing Cicero could fay ib 
his Behalf: But in this he was miilaken; for when 
the Orator began to fpeak, the Hero is moved, he is 
vanquilhed, and at length the Criminal abfolv'd. It 
mufl be obferv'd, that this famous Orator was lefs re- 
nowned for his Courage than his Eloquence ; for tho' 
he came at another Time, prepared to • defend Milo 
with one of the beft Orations that Antiquity has pro- 
duced ; yet being feized with a fudden Fear by feeing 
fome armed Men furrounding the Forunty he falter'd in 
his Speech, and became unable to exert that irrefiilible 
Force and Beauty of Adtion which would have faved 
his Client, and for want of which he was condemned 
to Banifliment. As the Succefs the former of thefe 
Orations met with, appears chiefly owing to the Life 
and graceful Manner with which it was recited, (for 
fome there are who think it may be read without 
Tranfport) fo the latter feems to have failed of Succefs 
for no other Reafon, but becaufe the Orator was not 
in a Condition to fet it off with thofe Ornaments. It 
n>ull be confeffed, that artful Sound will with the 
Crowd prevail even more than Sen fe; but thofe wha 
are Mailers of both, will ever gain the Admiration of 
all their Hearers ; And there is, I think, a very na^ 
tural Account ■ to be given of this Matter ; for the

But this is. not the Cafe of my 
Slier yemy, who, I may fay without Vanity, is as un- 
fpotted a Spinfter as any in Great Britain, I fhall take 
this Occafion to recommend the Condod of our own Fa* 
mily in this Particular. 

W E have in the Genealogy of our Houfe, the De- 
fcriptions and Pidlures of our Anceftors from the Time of 
King Jrthur ; in whofe Days there was one of my own 
Name, a Knight of his Round Table, and known by the 
Name of Sir Jfaac Bickerftaff, He was low of Stature, 
and of a very fwarthy Complexion, not unlike a Portu- 

fuexe Jew. But he was more prudent than Men of that 
leight ufually are, and would often communicate to his 
Friends his Defign of lengthening and whitening his Po- 
fterity. His eldeft Son Ralfhj for that was hL Name, 
was for this Reafon married to a Lady who had litde elfe 
to recommend her, but that fhe was very tall and very 
£iir. The IfTue of this Match, with the Help of high 
Shoes, made a tolerable Figure in the next Age ; tho* the 
Comi^exion of the Family was obfcure till the Fourth Ge- 
neration from that Marriage. From which Time, till the 
Reign of WilPtam the Conqueror^ the Females of our Houfe 
were Bimous for thdr Needlework and fine Skms. In the 
Male Line, there happened an unlucky Accident in the 
Reign of Richard the Third j the eldeft Son of Philips 
then Chief of the Family, being born with an Hump- 
back and very high Nofe. This was the more aflonifli- 
ing, becaufe none of his Forefathers ever had fuch a Ble- 
mifh ; nor indeed was there any in the Neighbourhood 
of that Make, except the Butler, who was noted for 
round Shoulders, and a Riman Nofe : What tcaAs. >^^ 
Nofe the Ids excufablc was the icmwVKXA^^tDa&LXisS.^ ^ 
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T"H E S E fevcral Defedb were mended by fuccecding. 
Matches ; the Eyes were opened in the next Generation^ 
and the Hump fell in a Century and Half; but the 

reateft Difficulty was, how to reduce the Nofe ; which 
do not find was accompHihed till about the Middle of 
Henry the Seventh's Reign, or rather the Beginning of 
that of Henry the Eighth. 

BUT while our Anceftors were thus taken up in cul- 
tivating the Eyes and Nofe, the Face of the Bickerftajs 
fell down infenfibly into Chin; which was not taken No- 
tice of (their Thoughts being fo much employed apon the 
more noble Features) till it became alinoft too long to be 
remedied. 

BUT Length of Time, and fucceffive Care in our 
Alliances, have cured this al(b, and reduced our Faces 
into that tolerable Oval, which we enjoy at prefent. I 
would not be tedious in this Difcourfe, but cannot but 
obferve, that our Race fuiFered very much about Three 
Hundr^ Years ago, by the Marriage of one of our 
HeireiTes with an eminent Courtier, who gave us Spindle- 
Shanks, and Cramps in our Bones, infomuch that we did 
not recover our Health and Legs till Sir Walter Bicker- 
faff married Maud the Milk- Maid, of whom the then 
Garter King at Arms (a facetious PerfoD^ faid pleafantly 
enough, That ihe had fpoiled our Blood, but mended our 
ConStutions. 

AFTER this Account of the EfFeft our prudent 
Choice of Matches has had upon our Perfons and Fea- 
tures, I cannot but obferve, that there are daily Inilances 
of as great Changes made by Marriage upon Men*s 
Minds and Humours. One might wear any Pafilon out 
©f a Family by Culture, as fldlful Gardeners blot a Co- 
lour out of a Tulip that hurts its Beauty. One might 
produce an affable Temper out of a Shrew, by grafting 
the Mild upon the Cholericki or raife a Jack -pudding 
from a Prude, by inoculating Mirth and Melanchdy, 
It is for want of Care in the difpofing of our Children, 
with regard to our Bodies and Minds, that we go into 
an Houie and fee fuch different Complexions and Hu- 
mours in the fame Race and Family. But to me it is as

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you, a third is txzBly well behaved, a fourth a Splena- 
tick, and a iifth a Coquet. 

I N this Bifpofal of my Sider, I have chofen with an 
Eye to her being a Wit, and provided, that the Bride- 
groom be a Man of a ibund and excellent Judgment,. 
who will feldom mind what fhe fays when (he begins to 
harangue : For Jenrrf% only ImperfedUon is an Admira- 
tion of her Parts, which inclines her to be a litde, but a 
very litde, fluttifh ; and you are ever to remark, that wc 
are apt to cultivate mod, and bring into Obfervation^ 
what we think moH excellent in ourfelves, or moil capable 
of Improvement, Thus my Sifler, inilead of confulting 
her Glafs, and her Toilet for an Hour and an Half after 
her private Devotions, fits with her Nofe full ' of Snuff, 
and a Man*s Night- Cap on her Head, reading Plays and 
Romances. Her Wit (he thinks her Diftindion j there- 
fore knows nothing of the Skill of Drefs, or making her 
Perfon agreeable. It would make you laugh to fee m& 
often with my Spectacles on, lacing her Stays; for (he is 
fo very a Wit, that ihe underflands no ordinary Thing im 
the World. 

FOR this Reafon I have difpofed of her to a Ma» of 
Bufmefs, who will foon let her fee, that to be well drefs*d, 
in good Humour, and chearfal in the Command of her 
Family, are the Arts and Sciences of Female Life. I 
could have bellowed her upon a fine Gendeman, who ex- 
tremely admired her Wit, and would have given her ar 
Coach and Six : But I found it abfolutely heceflaiy to 
crofs the Strain ; for had they met, they had eternally been 
Rivals in Difcourfe, and in continual Contention for the . 
Superiority of Underflanding, and brought fonh Critkks, 
Pedants, or pretty good Poets. As it is, I exped an Off- 
fprifig fit for^the Habitation of the City, Town, or Coun- 
try ; Creatures that are docile and tradlable in whatever 
we put them to.

His Diet i» Butchers- Maat, his 
Wenches, are in plain Pinners and ^^rov/Vi^ Crapes, his 
Drefs like o^er People, his Income great, and yet has he 
feldom a Guinea at Command. From thefe e^fy Gentle- 
men, are colleded Eftates by Servants or Gameden; 
which latter Fraternity are excufable, when we ihink of 
this ClaHt who ieem bom to be their Prey. All there- 
fore of the Family of ASlaon are to take Notice, That 
they are hereby given up to the Brethren of the Indufiry^ 
with this Referve only.

AS bad as the World is, I find by very (bri£l Obfer- 
vation upon Virtue and Vice, that if Meh appear* 
ed no worfe than they really are, I ihould have lefs 
Work than at prefent I am obliged to undertake fcir their 
^»i:aiatioii. They have generally taken up a Kind of 
.Ambition, and affe^ evtii^2L\3i!iJ(& vodlm^erfec- 
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CofFee-houfe I ftood by a young Heir, with a frefli, fin- 
giiine, and healthy Lbok» who entertained us with an 
Account of his Claps and his Diet Drink ; though, to my 
Knowledge, he is as found as any of his Tenants. 

THIS wbnhy Youth put me into ReHedtions upon 
that Subje^ ; and I obferved the fantaflical Humour to 
be fo genera], that there is hardly a Man who is not 
more or lefs tainted with it. The firil of this Order of 
Men are the Valttudinarians^ who are never in Health, 
but complain of want of Stomach or Reft every Day till 
Noon, and then devour all which comes before them. 
Lady Dainty is convinced, that it is neceflary for a Gen- 

. tlewoman to be out of Order ; and to prelerve that 
Character, (he dines every Day in her Clofet at Twelve, 
that (he may become her Table at Two, and be unable 

. to- eat in publick. About five Years ago, I remember 
it was the Fafhion to be fhort fighted. A Man would not 

. own an Acquaintance till he had firft examin-d him with 

'his Glafs. At a Lady's Entrance into the Playhoufe, 
you might lee Tubies immediately levelled at her from 
every (Quarter of the Pit and Side- Boxes. However, 
Aat Mode of InHrmity is out, and the Age has reco- * 
ver*d its Sight : But the Blind feem to be fucy^ed by 
the Lam^, and a janty Limp is the f^efent Beau^. I 
think I have formerly obferved, a Cane is part of the 
Drefsof a Prig, and always worn upon a Button, for 
fear he ihould be thoaght to have an Oocafion for it, or 
be efteem'd really, and not gentedy a Cripple. I have 
confidered, but could never find out the Bottom of this 
Vanity. I indeed have heard oF a G^^mt General, who 
by the lucky Grazing of a Bullet on the Roll of his 

, Stocking, took Occafion to halt all his Life after. But 
as for our peaceable Cripples, I know no Foundation for 
their Behaviour^ without it niay be fuppofed that in this 
warlike Age, fome think a Cane the next Honour to a 
wooden L^.

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nake you rq>eat all you faici twice over, I know an 
antient Friend of mine, whofe Table is every Day fur- 
Tounded with Flatterers, that makes ufe of this, fome- 
times as a Piece of Grandeur, and at others as an Art, to 
make them repeat fheir Commendations. Such Affec- 
tadons have been indeed in the World in antient Times ; 
but they fell into them out of politick Ends. Alexander 
the Great had a wry Neck, which made it the Fafliion. 
in his Court to carry their Heads on one Side when they 
«ame into the Prefence. One who thought to oUtfliine 
the whole Court, carried his Head fo over coroplaifantly, 
that this Martial Prince gave him fo great a Box oh the 
Ear, as fet all the Heads of the Court upright. 

THIS Humour takes Place in our Minds as well at 
Bodies. I know at this Time a young Gentleman, who 
talks Atheidically all Day in CofFeehoufes, and in his 
Degrees of Underftanding' fets up for a Free-thinker i 
though it can be proved upon him, he fays his Piiayen 
every Morning and Evening.

OF the like Turn are all your Marriage- hat^rs^ 
who rail at the Noofe, at the Words, For ever and Aye^ 
and at the fame Time are fecretly pining for ibine 
young Taking or other that makes their Hearts ake by her 
Refuel. The next to thefe, are fuch as pretend to go« 
vcrn their Wives, and boaft hdw ill they ufe them ; when 
at the fame Time, go to their Houfes, and you fhalT fee 
them ilep as if they feared making a Noife, and are 
as fond as an Alderman. I don't know, but fom6- 
times thefe Pretences may arife from a Defire to conceal 
a contrary Defeat than that they fet up for. I remem- 
ber, when I was a young Fellow, we had a Companiba 
of a very fearful Complexion, who, when we fat in 
to drink, would defire us to take his Sword from him 
when he grew fuddled, for *twas his Misfortune to be 
quarrelfome. 

THERE are many, many of thefe Evils, which 
demand my Obfervation ; but becaufe I have of late 
beea thought fomewhafe too Satirical, I (hall give *em 
Warning, and declare to the whole World, that they 
J2or Cru«, but fklfe Hypocrites; and make it out, 
ihty arc good Men in xiieVi Htuixa* TVifc M^uve 
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of this monftroos Affeflation in the abovementioned, and 
the like Particulars, [ take to proceed from that noble 
Thirft of Fame and Reputation which is planted in the 
Hearts .of all Men. As this produces elegant Writings 
and gallant Anions in Men of great Abilities, it alio 
brings forth fpurious Produdlions in Men whe are n0t 
capable of diftinguifliing themfelves by Things which are 
really Praife worthy. As the DeGre of Fame in Men of 
true Wit and Gallantry (hews itfelf in proper Inftances* 
the fame Defire in Men who have the Ambition without 
proper Faculties, runs wild, and difcovers tcfelf in a Then* 
{and Extravagancies, by which they would (ignalize them- 
felves from others^ and gain a Set of Admirers. When F 
was a middle-aged Man, there were many Societies of 
ambitious young Men in Enzlandy who, in their Purfuits 
after Fame, were every Night empk)yed in roafting Por- 
ters, fmoaking Coblers, knocking down Watchmen, over* 
turning Conftables, breaking Windows, blackening Sign- 
Poftiy and the like immortal Enterprizes, that difperfed 
their Reputation throughout the whole Kingdom. One 
could hardly find a Knocker at a Door in a whole Street 
after a Midnight Expedition of thefe Beaux Effrits. I . 
was latdy very, much furprked by an Account of mjr 
Maid, who entered my Bed- Chamber, this Morning in a 
very great Fright, and told me^ She was afraid my Par- 
lour was haunted; for that, (he had found feveral Pains of 
my Windows bioken, and the Fk)or ftrowed with Half- 
pence. I have not yet a full Light into this new Way, 
but am apt to think, that it is a generous Piece of Wit 
that fome of my Contemporaries make Ufe o^ to break.

^■| ^ HERE are two Kinds of Immortality ; that 
X which the Soul really enjoys after this Life^ and 
that imaginary Exiflence by which Men live in their 
Fame and Reputation. The beft and greateft Adlions have 
proceeded from the Profpedl of the one or the other of 
thefc ; bat my Defign is to treat only of thofe who have 
chiefly propofed to themfelves the l^atter as the principal 
Reward of their Labours. It was for this Realbn that 
I excluded from my Tables of Fame all the great 
founders and Votaries gf Religion; and it is for this 
Reafon alfo that I arn more than ordinary anxious to 
do Jullice to the Perfons of whom 1 am now going to 
fpeak ; for fmce Fame was the only End of all their 
Enterprizes and Studies, a Man cannot be too fcrupulous 
in allotting them their due Proportion of it. It was 
this Confideration which made me call the whole Body 
of the Learned to my AMance ; to many of whom £ 
mud own my Obligations for the Catalogues of illuflri- 
bus Perfons which they have fent me iuvr^tv. \^y^^c- 
cafion. I Yefterda/ employed the \\\vo\e Ktwuooti \\i. 
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comparing them with jeach other; which made fo (bong 
an Impr^on upon my Imagination, that they broke my 
Sleep for the firft Part of the following Night, and at 
length threw me into a very agreeable Vifion, which I 
fliall beg Leave to defcribe in all its Particulars. 

I DREAMED that I was conveyed into a wide 
and boundleis Plain, that was covered with prodigious 
Multitudes of People, which no Man could nutober. In 
the Midft of it there flood a Mountain, with its Head 
above the Clouds. The Sides were extremely fleep, and 
of fuch a particular Structure, that no Creature which 
was not made in an Human Figure could poihbly afcend 
it. On a Sudden there was heard from the Top of 
it a Sound like that of a Trumpet ; but fo exceeding 
iweet and harmonious, that it filled the Hearts of thofe 
who heard it with Raptures, and gave fuch high and de- 
lightful Senfat:ons, as feemed to animate and raiie Hu- 
man Nature above itfelf. This made me very much 
amazed to find {o very few in that innumerable Multitude, 
who had Ears fine enough to hear or relilh this Mufick 
with Pleafurc; But my Wonder abated, when, upon 
looking round me, I faw moft of them attentive to three 
Sirens cloathed like Goddefifes, and diilinguifhed by the 
Names of S/ot^, Ignorance and Fleafure. They were 
feated oh three Rocks, amidft a beautiful Variety of 
Groves, Meadows, and Rivulets, that lay on the Borders 
of the Mountain. While the bafe and groveling Multi- 
jtude of different Nations, Ranks and Ages, were liflen- 
ing to thefe delufive Deities, thofe of a more ered AfJJtfi, 
and exalted Spirit, feparated themfelves from the reft, 
and marched in great Bodies towards the Mountain from 
whence they heard the Sound, which ftill grew fweetcr, 
the more they liftened to it. 

ON a fudden methought this fele£t Band fprang 
forward, with a Refolution to climb the Afcent, and 
follow the Call of that Heavenly Mufick. Every one 
took fomething with him, that he thought might be of 
Afliitance Vo him in his March. Several had their 
Swords drawn, fome carried Rolls of Paper in their 
JHands, fome had CompafTes, others Quadrants, others 
Telefcopes, and others Fencils: Some had Laurels on 
^Qix Heads, aiid oi\ieu "Bvx^w^ wi ^JwtVj Legs; In 
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ihort^ there was icarce any Inlbrument of a Mechanick 
Art or Liberal Science, which was not made ufe of oq 
this Occaiion. My jgood Damoity who fiood at my Right 
'Hand during the Courfe of this whole Vifion, obferving 
in me a burning Defire to join that glorious Company, 
told me, he highly approved that generous Ardor with 
which I Teemed tranfported ; but at the fame Time ad- 
vifed me to cover my Face with a Mafk all the while I 
was to labour on the Afcent. I took his Counfel, with- 
out inquiring into his Reafons. The whole Body now 
broke into different Parlies, and began to climb the Pre- 
cipice by ten thoufand different Paths. Several got into 
little AlUeSy which did not reach far up the Hill, before 
they ended and led no farther; and I obferved, That 
moft of the Artizans, which confiderably diminifhed our 
Number, fell into thefe Paths. 

W E left another confiderable Body of Adventurers 
behind us, who thought they had difcovered By-ways 
up the Hill, which proved fo very intricate and per- 
plexM, that after having advanced in them a little, they 
were quite loft among the feveral Turns and Windings ;« 
and dio' they were as a<5live as any in their Motions, 
they made but little Progrefs in the Afcent. I'hefe, as 
my Guide informed me, were Men of fubtle Temper*, 
and puzzled Politicks, who would fupply the Place of 
real Wifdom with Cunning and Artifice. Among thofe 
who were far advanced in their Way, there were fome 
that by one falfe Step fell backward, and loft more 
Ground in a Moment, than they had gained for many 
Hours, or could be ever able to recover. We were 
now advanced very high, and obferv'd. That all the 
different Paths, which ran about the Sides of the Moun- 
tain, began to meet in two great Roads, which infen- 
fibly gathered the whole Multitude of Travellers into 
two great Bodies. At a little Diftance from the En- 
trance of each Road, there ftood an hideous Phantom, 
that oppofed our further PafTage. One of thefe Appa- 
ritions had his Right Hand filled with Darts, which he 
brandilhed in the Face of all who came up that Way, 
Crouds ran back at the Appearance of it, and cried 
out. Death. The Spedlre that guarded tW ti\)c^^\^^%^> 
was Emy^: She was not armed m\i '^c.^:^qsw^ ^^ 
I 2 "D^^viSas^ 
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Dcftrudion like the former; but by dreac/ful Hiffings, 
Noifes of Reproach, artd a horrid diftradled Laugh- 
ter, Ihe appeared more frightful than Death itfelf, 
infomuch that Abundance of our Company were dif- 
couraged from paffing any further, and fome appeared 
afhamed of having come fo far. As for myfelf, I 
muft confefs my Heart ihrunk within me at the Sight 
of thefe ghaftly Appearances: But on a fudden, the 
A'^oicc of the Trumpet came more full upon us, fo that 
ue felt a new Refolution reviving in us ; and in Propor- 
tion as this Refolution grew, the Terrors before us feem- 
ed to vanifli. Moft of the Company, who had Swords 
in their Hands, marched on with great Spirit, and an 
Air of Defiance, up the Road that was commanded by 
Death', while others, who had Thought and Contem- 
plation in their Looks, went forward in a more compo- 
fcd Manner up the Road pofleffed by En^y, The Way 
above thefe Apparitions grew fmooth and uniform, 
and was fo delightful, that the Travellers went on 
with Pleafure, and in a little Time arrived at the Top 
of the Mountain. They here began to breathe a delici- 
ous Kind of iEther, and faw all the Fields about them 
covered with a Kind of Purple Light, that made them 
refled with Satisfadion on their pait Toils, and difFufed 
a fecret Joy through the whole AiTembly, which fhewcd 
itfelf in every Look and Feature. In the Midft of thefe 
happy Fields there ftood a Palace of a very glorious Struc- 
ture: It had Four great Folding- Doors, that faced the 
Fourfevrtwl Quarters of the Woild. On the Top of it 
was enthroned the Goddefs of the Mountain, who finil'd 
upon her Votaries, and founded the Sih er Trumpet which, 
had called them up, and chcared them in their PafTage to 
her Palace. They had now formed themfelves into fevc- 
ral Divifions, a Band of Hiftorians taking their Stations at 
each Door, according to the Ferfons whom they were to 
introduce. 

ON a fudden, the Trumpet, which had hitherto 
founded only a March, or Point of War, now fwelPd 
all its Notes into Triumph and Exultation : The whole 
Fabrick (hook, and the Doors flew open. The firft who 
itppped forward, was a beautiful and blooming Hero, 
gnd as I heard by the Muixjivxt^ xcivxt^d me, AUxtmdir 
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the Great, He was conducted by a Crowd of Hifto- 
rians. The Perfon who immediately walked before 
him, was remarkable for an imbroidered Garment, 
who not being well acquainted with the Place, was 
conducing him to an Apartment appointed for the Re- 
ception of fabulous Heroes. The Name of this falfe 
Guide was ^intus Curtius. But Arrtan and Plutarch^ 
who knew better the Avenues of this Palace, conduced 
him into the great Hall, and placed him at the upper 
End of the firlt Table. My good Daemon, that I might 
fee the whole Ceremony, conveyed me to a Corner of 
this Room, where I might perceive all that paffed with- 
out being feen myfelf The next who entered was a 
charming Virgin, leading in a Venerable old Man that 
was blind. Under her left Arm (he bore a Harp, and 
OD her Head a Garland. Alexande^-^ who was very well 
acquainted with Horner^ flood up at his Entrance, and 
placed him on his Right .Hand. The Virgin, who ic 
ieems was one of the Nine Sifters that attended on the 
Goddefs of Fame^ fmiled with an ineffable Grace at their 
Meeting and retired. 

JULIUS Ceefar was now coining forward; atid 
though moll of the HiUcrians offered their Service to in- 
troduce him, he left them at the Door, and would have 
no Conductor but himlelf 

THE next who advanced was a Man of an homely 
but chearful Afpedl, and- attended by Perfons of greater- 
Figure than any that appeared on this Occafipn. PLto 
was on his Right Hand, and Xenophon on his Left. 
He bowed to Homer ^ and fat down by him. It was ex- 
pelled that Plato would himfelf have taken a Place next 
to his Matter Socrates ; but on a fudden there was heard 
a great Clamour of Difputants at ihe Door, who appeared 
with Ariftotle at the Head of them. That Fhilofopher 
with fome Rudenefs, but great Strength of Reafon, con- 
vinced the whole Table, that a Title to the Fifth Plac? 
was his Due, and took it accordingly. 

HE had fcarce fat dov\n, when the fame beautiful 
Virgin that had introduced Homer brought in another, 
who hung back at the Entrance, and would have exca- 
fed himfelf, had not his Modefty bettv o\w«iQtev^ \i>j ^ifea.: 
lavmdon of all who fat at the Ta\Ac. Wvb Qfxxv^'t %*»* 
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Behaviour made me eafily conclude it was VtrgiL Ccero 
next appeared, and took his Place. He had inquired at 
the Door for one Lucceius to introduce him ; but not find- 
ing him there, he contented himfelf with the Attendance 
ofmany other Writers, who all (except Salluft) appeared 
highly jd^ed with the Office. 

WE waited fome Time in Expe£^ati6n of the noct 
Worthy, who came in with a great Retinue of Hifto- 
rians, whofe Names I could not learn, moil of them 
being Natives of Carthage, The Perfon thus conduc- 
ed, who was Hannibal^ feemed much difturbed, and 
could not forbear complaining to the Board, of the Af- 
fronts he had met with among the Roman Hifloriana^ 
. who attempted, fays he, to carry me into the Subter- 
raneous Apartment; and perhaps would have done.it, 
had it not been for the Impartiality of this Gentleman, 
pointing to Polyhiusy who was the only Perfon, except 
ViY 0^1^ Countrymen, that was willing to condud me 
hither. 

THE Carthaginian took his Seat, and Pompey en- 
tered with great Dignity in his own Perfon, and pre- 
ceded by feveral Hiftorians. Lucan the Poet was at 
the Head of them, who obferving Homer and Virgil at 
the Table, was going to fit down himfelf, had not the 
latter whifpcred him. That whatever Pretence he might 
otherwife have had, he forfeited his Claim ta it, by 
coming in as one of the Hiftorians, Lucan was fo ex- 
afperated with the Repulfe, that he muttered fomething 
to himfelf, and was heard to fay, That fince he could 
. not have a Seat among them himfelf, he would bring ia 
one who alone had more Merit than their whole AlTem- 
bly : Upon which he went to the Door, and brought in 
Cato of Utica, That great Man approached the Com- 
pany with fuch an Air that fhewed he contemned the 
Honour which he laid a Claim to. Obferving the 
Seat oppofite to C^efar was vacant^ he took PoSeffion 
of it, and fpoke two or three fmart Sentences upon the 
Nature of Precedency, which according to him, con- 
filled not in Place, but in intrinfick Merit; to which 
he added, that the mod virtuous Man, where- ever he 

k was feated, was always at the up^cr End of the TaWe. 

^ ^crat4s, who had a great Sip \ux. oi '^jaaXsri n<\^ Vsa 
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Wifdom, could not forbear fmiling at a Virtue wKch 
took fo little Pains to make itfeli agreeable. Gcero toolc 
the Occafion to make a long Difcourfe in Praife of Cato, 
which he uttered with much Vehemence. Cte/ar an- 
fwered him with a great deal of feemipg Temper ; but as 
I ftood at a great Diftance from them, I was not able to 
hear one Word of what they faid. But I could net for- 
bear taking Notice, That in all the Difcourfe which 
pafled at the Table, a Word or Nod from Homer decided 
the Controveriy. 

AFTER a fhort Paufe Auguftus appeared, looking 
round him with a ferene and affable Countenance upon 
all the Writers of his Age, who ftrove among them- . 
felves which of them (hould fhew him the greatefl 
Marks of Gratitude and Refpeft. Virgil rofc from the 
Table to meet him ; and though he was an acceptable 
Queil to all, he appeared more fuch to the Learned, 
than the Military Worthies. The next Man aftonifli'd 
the whole Table with his Appearance: He was flow, 
folemn, and filent in his Behaviour, and wore a Rai- 
ment curioufly wrought with Hieroglyphicks. As he 
came into the Middle of the Room, he threw up the 
Skirt of it, and difcovered a Golden Thigh. Socrsites 
at the Sight of it, declared againft keeping Company 
with any who were not made of Flefh and Blood ; and 
therefore defired Diogeves the Laertian to lead him to 
ihe Apartment allotted for Fabulous Heroes, and Wor- 
thies of dubious Exiftence. At his going out, be told 
them, That they did not know whom they difmified ; 
that he was now Pythagoras, the Firft of Philofophers, 
and that formerly he had been a very brave Man at the 
Siege of Trey, That may be very true, faid Socrates ; 
but you forget that you have likewife been a very great 
Harlot in your Time. This Exclufion made Way for 
Archimedes, who came forward with 3 Scheme of Ma- 
thematical Figures in his Hand ; among which I obrerv*(l 
a Cone and a Cylinder. 

SEEING this I'able full, I defired my Guide for 
Variety to lead me to the Fabulous Apartment, the 
Roof of which was painted with Gorgons, Chimaera's^ 
and Centaurs, with many other Em\i\em^xva\ Yy^\«»* 
ivhic^ / wanted both Tin^e ^d SV^\ Xf> \)x^\^^^« "^^

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firft Table was almoft full : At the upper End fat Her- 
cules leaning an Arm upon his Club ; on his Right Hand 
were Achilles and Ulyjjes, and between them jEneas i on 
his Left were He^or, Thefeus^ and J a/on: The lower 
End had Orpheus^ ^fop^ Phalaris^ and Muf^eus. The 
Ufliers fecm'd at a Lofs for a twelfth Man, when, me- 
thought to my great Joy and Surprize, I heard fome at 
the lower End of the Table mention Ifaac Bickerfiaff: 
But thofe of the upper End received it with Difdain, and 
faid, \i they muft have a Britijh Worthy, they would 
have Robin Hood, 

WHILE I was tranfported with the Honour that 
was done me, and burning with Envy againft my Com- 
petitor, I was awaken'd by the Noife of the Canon which 
were then £red for the taking of Mons, I ihould have 
been very much troubled at being thrown out of fo plea- 
fmg a Vifion on any other Occafion ; but thought it an 
agreeable Change to have my Thoughts diverted from 
the greateil among the Dead and Fabulous Heroes, to the 
moil Famous among the Real and the Living.

From my o*wn Apartment, October 17. 

AFTER the Mind has been employed on Con- 
templations fuitable to its Greatnefs, it is unnatu- 
ndto run into fudden Mirth or Levity; but we muft 
fct the Soul fub&de as- it rote, by ^o^wI>^^xw^. My 
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late Confiderations of the antient Heroes iinprefled a 
certain Gravity upon my Mind, which is much above 
the little Gratification received from Starts of Humour 
and Fancy, and threw me into a pleafing Sadnefs. In 
this State of Thought I have been looking at the Fire, 
and in a penfive Manner reflefting upon the great Mif- 
fortunes and Calamities incident to Human Life ; among 
which there are none that touch fo fenfibly as tliofe which 
befal Perfons who eminently love, and meet with fatal 
Interruptions of their Happinefs, when they lea ft expert 
it. The Piety of Children to Parents, and the AfFertion 
of Parents to their Children, are the EfFefts of InOindl : 
But the AfFeftion between Lovers and Friends is founded 
on Reafon and Choice, which has always made me think, 
the Sorrows of the latter much more to be pitied than 
thofe of the former. The Contemplation of Diftreflts 
of this Sort foftens the Mind of Man, and makes the 
Heart better. It extinguishes the Seeds of Envy and 
lU-will towards Mankind, corredls the Pride of Profpe- 
rity, and beats down all that Ficrcenefs and Ir.folence 
which are apt to get into the Minds of the Daring and 
Fortunate. 

FOR this Reafon the m(e j^themans, in their Thea- 
trical Performances, laid before the Eyes of the People 
the greateft AfHi6lions which could befal Human Life, 
and infenfibly polifti'd their Tempers by fcch Reprefen- 
tations. Among the Moderns, indeed, there has arol'e a 
Chimerical Method of difpofing the Fortune of the Per- 
fons reprefented, according to what they call Poetical Ju- 
ftice ; and letting none be unhappy but thofe who dcferve 
it. In fuch Caies, an intelligent Spectator, if he is con- 
cerned, knows he ought not to be fo ; and can learn no- 
thing from fuch a Tendernefs, but that he is a weak 
Creature, whofe raflions cannot follow the Di«^ates of his 
Undeiftanding. It is very natural, when one is got into 
fuch a Way of Thinking, to recoiled thofe Examples of 
Sorrow, which have made the ftrongeil Impreflion upon 
our Imaginations. An Inftance or two of fuch you'll 
give me Leave to communicate. 

A YOUNG Gentleman and liady of antient aivi 
honourable Houfes in Com^jjall^ haid ixovcv \)^^vc ^V^^- 
hood .entertained for each other a ^^e^Ewwov^ib vsA xi^S^^

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Paifion, which had been long oppofed by their Friendly 
by Reafon of the Inequality of their Fortanes ; but their 
Conftancy to each other, and Obedience to thofe on 
whom they depended, wrought fo much upon their Re- 
lations, that thefe celebrated Lovers were at length joined 
in Marriage. Soon after their Nuptials, the Bridegroom 
was obliged to go into a Foreign Country, to take Care 
of a confiderable Fortune which was left him by a Rela- 
tion, and came very opportunely to improve their mode- 
rate Circumflances. They received the Congratulations 
of all the Country on this Occafion ; and I remember it 
was a common Sentence in every one's Mouth, Teu fit 
how faithful L(yve is renxjarded, 

HE took this agreeable Voyage, and fent Home 
every Poft frefh Accounts of his Succefs in his Afiairs 
abroad ; but at lad (though he defigned to return with 
the next Ship) he lamented in his Letters, that £ufinefs 
would detain him fome Time longer from Home, becaufe 
he would give himfelf the Fleafure of an unexpected Ar- 
xival.

the Darling of indulgent Parents, who are now in im- 
pertinent Mirth, and pleaiing themfelves with the 
Thoughts of offering him a Bride they have got ready 
for him ? Or^ May he not be the Mailer of a Family 
tl\at wholly depended upon his Life? There may, for 
ought we know, be half a Dozen Fatherlefs Children^ 
and a tender Wife, now expofed to Poverty by hia 
De^th. What Pleafure might he have promifed him- 
felf in the different Welcome he was to have from her 
and them ? But let us go away, *tis a dreadful Sight F 
The beft Office we can do, is to tajke Care that the poor 
Man, whoever he is, may be decently buried. She 
turned away, when a Wave threw the Carcafs on the 
Shore. The Kinfwoman immediately (hriekM out. Oh, 
my Coufm ! and fell upon the Ground. The unhappy 
Wife went to help her Friend, when fhe faw her own 
Hufband at her Feet, and dropt in a Swoon upon the 
Body. An oW Woman, who had been the Gentleman's 
I<furfe, came out about this Time to call the Ladids in 
to Supper, and found her Child (as fhe always calPd 
him) dead on the Shore, her Miftrefs and Kinfwoman 
both lying dead by him. Her loud Lamentations, and 
calling her young Mafter to Life, foon awaked the 
Friend from her Trance ; but the Wife was gone for 
ever. 

WHEN the Family and Neighbourhood got toge- 
ther round the Bodies, no one afked any Queftion, but 
the Objefts before 'em told the Story. 

INCIDENTS of this Nature are the more mo- 
ving when they are drawn by Perfons concerned in the 
Cataftrophe, notwithftanding they are often opprefled 
beyond the Power of giving them in a diflinft Light, 
except we gather their Sorrow from then: Inability to 
fpeak it. 

I HAVE two origiiial Letters written both on 
the fame Day, which are to me exquifite in their diffe- 
rent Kinds.

his Wife's Father. 

SIR, March i8, 1672. 

AFT ER a fvery plea/ant Journey hither ^ ave are fre^ 
paring for the happy Hour in nvhich 1 am to be pur 
Son, I ajfure you the Bride carries it, in the Eye of the 
Vicar *who married you, much beyond her Mother i though 
he fays, your open Slee*veSy Pantaloons, and Shoulder- Knot, 
made a much better Sho<w than the finical Drefs I am in. 
However, I am contended to be the fecond Fine Man thit 
Village ever faiu, and fhall make it 'very merry before 
^ight, becaufe I Jhalliorite myfelf from thence. 

Your moil dutiful Son, 

THE Bride gi*ves her Duty, and is as handfome as an^ 
Angel I am the happiejl Man breathing, 

THE Villagers weie affembling about the Churchy 
and the happy Couple took a Walk in a private Gar- 
den. The Bridegroom's Man knew his Mailer would 
leave the Place on a fudden after the Wedding, arid 
feeing him draw his Piftols the Night before, took 
this Opportunity to go into his Chamber and charge 
them. Upon their Return from the Garden, they went 
into that Room; and after a little fond Raillery on the 
Subjefl of their Courtfhip, the Lover took up a Piftol, 
which he knew he had unloaded the Night before, and 
prefenting it to her, faid, with the moll graceful Air, 
whilft ihe look'd pleafed at his agreeable Flattery ; 
Now, Madam, repent of all thofe Cruelties you have 
beca gnihy of to me -, condder before you die, how 
often you have made a poos V/i^xd^ fe^w» \5xv^« ^^jkbc 
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Cafement; you (hall die, you Tyrant, you fliall die, 
with all thofe Inftraments of Death and Deftrafidoii 
about you, with that inchanting Smile, thofe kil|ing 

Ringlets of your Hair Give Fke, faid (he, laughing. 

He did fo, and (hot her dead. Who can fpeak lus 
Condition ? But he bore it fo patiently as to call up his 
Man. The poor Wretch enter'd, and his Mailer lock*d 
the Door upon him. JVill. faid he. Did you charge 
thefe Piilols ? He anfwer*d. Yes. Upon which he (hot 
him dead with that remaining. After this, amidil a 
thoufand broken Sobs, piercing Groans, and difba^ed 
Motions, he writ the following Letter to the Father of 
his dead Midrefs. 

S I R, 

1WH0 Tivo Hours ago told you truly ^ I fwas the hap' 
fieji Man alinje^ am now the moji mferable. Tour 
Daughter lies dead at my Feet^ killed by my Handy through 
a Miftake of my Man's charging my Fiftoli unknowon to me. 
Him have I murder'* d for it. Such is my Wedding Day, 
■ / lijill immediately follonv my Wife to her Qra<ve ; 

But before I thro^w myfelf upon my Sivord^ I command my 
DifiraSlion fo far as to explain my Story to you, I fear my 
Heart lui/l not keep together till I ha<ve ftabh'*d it. Poor 
good old Man ! Remember^ he that killed your Daugh- 

ter ^ died for it. In the Article of Death I give you my 
Thanks, and pray for you, though I dan not for my/e/f If 
it be poj/ible, do not curfe me.

IT is my frequent Pradlice to vifit Places of Refort 
in this Town where I am leaft known, to obferve 
what Reception my Works meet with in the World, 
and what good Effedls I may promife myfelf from my

THERE is ibmething wonderfully pleaiing in the 
Favour of Women ; and this Letter has put me in 
fo good an Humour, that nothing could difpleafe me 
fince I received it. My Boy breaks Glaffes and Pipes, 
and inilead of giving him a Knock of the Pate, as my 
Way is, (for I hate fcolding at Servants) I only fay, 
Ahf Jack ! Thou haft a Head, and fo has a Fin, or fomc 
fuch merry Expreffion. But alas ! How am I mortified 
when he is putting on my fourth Pair of Stockings on 
thefe poor Spindles of mine ? The Fair One undtrftands 
Love better than I Aftronomy / I am fure, without the 
Help of that Art, this poor meagre Trunk of mine is 
a very ill Habitation for Love.

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fimple 'Squire, (o as to give him Satisfadlion, and. not dif- 
oblige the Juftice of the ^orum. 
'THE Hour, of Nme waiB come this Morning, and 
X had no fooner fet Chairs, (by the Steward's. Letter) 
and fixed my Tea -Equipage, but I heard a Knock at 
jny Door, which was opened, but no one enter'd ; af- 
ter which followed a Jong Silence, which was broke 
at lail by. Sir, I beg your Pardon; I think I know 

better: And another Voice, Nay, good Sir Gi/ej 

I looked out from my Window, and faw the good 
Company all with their Hats ofF, and Arms fpread, of- 
fering the Door to each other. After many Offers, they 
entered with much Solemnity, in the Order Mr. Thrifty 
was fo kind as to name *em to me. But they are now 
got to my Chamber- Door, and I faw my old Friend 
Sir £/^rry enter. I met him with all the Refped due 
XD fo reverend a Vegetable; for you are to know, that 
is my Senfe.of a Porfon who remains idle in the (ame 
Place for Half a Century. I got him with great Suc- 
cefs into his Chair by the Fire, without throwing down 
any of my Cups. The Knight- Batchelor told me, he 
had a great Refpe£): . for my whole Family, and would, 
with my Leave, place himfelf next to Sir Harry, at 
whofe Right Hand he had fat at every Quarter Seffions 
this thirty Years, unlefs he was fick.

THOUGH this Place is frequented by a more mixed 
Company than it ufed to be formerly; yet you meet 
very often fome whom one cannot leave without beii^ 
the better for their Converfation. A Gentleman thb 
Evening, in a didtating Maimer, talked I thought very 
^leafingly in Praife of Modefly, in the midft of ten 
or twelve Libertines, upon whom it feemed to have had 
a good £ffe£l: He reprefented it as the certain Lidica- 
tion of a great and noble Spirit. Modefly, iaid he, is 
the Virtue which makes Men prefer theTublick to their 
private Intereft, the Guide of every honeft Undertaking, 
and the great Guardian of Innotence. It .makes Men 
amiable to their Friends, and refpefted by their very Ene- 
mies. In all Places, and on all OccaiiOnSy it; attriads Be- 
tetolence, and demands A^^tobationv 
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ONE might give Inftances out of Antiquity, of th« 
irrdillible Force of this Quality in great Minds ; Cia- 
reins t and Cneius Scipio, the Son of the great J/Hcamis, 
were Competitors for the Office of Praetor. The Croud 
followed Gcereius, and left Scipio unattended. Cteereitts 
faw this with much Concern, and defiring an Audience 
of the People, he defcended from the Place where the 
Candidates were to fit, in the Eye of the Multitude, 
pleaded for his Adverfary, and with an ingenuous Mo- 
dtStf (which it is impoiTible to feign) reprefented to them^ 
how much it was to their Diihonour, diat a virtuous Son 
of Africanus fhould not be preferred to him, or any other 
Man whatfoever. This immediately g^*d the Election 
for Scipio ; but all the Compliments and Ccmgratulatioos 
upon it were made to Cicereius. It is eafier in this Cafe 
toiay. Who had the Office, than the H<»our. There ii 
no Occurrence io Life, where this Quality ia not mor9 
ornamental than any other. After the Battle of PbarfM'- 
liHy Pompey marching towards Larijfm^ the whole People 
of (hat Place came out in Froceffion to do him Honour* 
He thanked the Magiihiues for their Refpe£k to him ; but 
dcfired them to perform thefe Ceremonies to the Conque* 
ror. This gallant Submiffion to his Fortune, and Difdain 
of making any Appearance but like Pompey^ was owing to 
his Modefty, which would not permit him to be fo difin- 
genoons, as to give himfelf the Air of Profperity^ when 
he was in the contrary Condition. 

THIS I fay of Modefty, as it is the Virtue which 
preferves a Decorum in the general Courfe of our Life ; 
but confidering it alfo as it regards our meer Bodies, it is 
the certain Chara^er of a great Mind. It is memorable 
of the mighty C^efary that when he was murdered in the 
Capitol, at the very Moment in which he expired, he 
gathered his Robe about him, that he might fall in a de- 
cent Pofture. In this Manner (fays my Author) he went 
off", not like a Man that departed out of Life, but a Deity 
that returned to his Abode.

^ ■ ^ HERE is nothing which I contemplate with 
j[ greater Pleafurt than the Dignity of Human 
Nature, which often (hews itfelf in all Conditions of 
Life: For notwithfknding the Degeneracy and Mean- 
xiefs that is crept into it, there are a thoufand Occafiptts 
in which it breaks through its original Corruption, 
and ihews what it once was, and what it will be here- 
after.

Were the 
natural Inipulfe of the Britijh Nation animated with fuch 
Monuments, What Man would be fo mean, as not to ha- 
zard his Life/or his Ten hundred thoufandth Part of the 
Honour in fuch a Day as that of Blenheim or Blaregnies F 
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White* s Chocolate- heufe^ Oftober 31. 

J HAVE lately received a Letter from a Friend in 
the Country wherein he acquaints me. That two- 
or three Men of the Town axe ^o\. ^kswixv^ ^Jt«.\s^, ^'«^d 
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have brought down particular Words and Phrafcs, which 
were never before in thofe Parts. He mentions in par- 
ticular the Words Gunner and Gunner, which my Corre- 
fpondent obferves they make ufe of when any Thing has 
been related that is ftrange and farprifing ; and therefore 
defires I would explain thofe Terms, as I have many 
others, for the Information of fuch as live at a Diftance 
from this Town and Court, which he calls the great 
Mints of Language. His Letter is dated from TorJt ; and 
(if he tells me Truth) a Wx)rd in its ordinary Circulation 
does not reach that City within the Space of Five Years 
after it is firft ftamped. I cannot fay how long thefe 
Words have been current in Town, but I fliall now take 
Care to fend them down by the next Poft. 

I MUST in the firft Place obferve, That the Words. 
Gunner and Gunfler arc not to be ufed promifcuoufly ; 
for a Gunner, properly fpeaking, is not a Gunfter : Nor 
is a Gunfter, njice 'oerfoy a Gunner. They both indeed 
are derived from the Word Gun, and fo far they agree. 
But as a Gun is remarkable for its deftroying at a Diftance, 
or for the Report it makes, which is apt to ftartle all its 
Hearers, thofe who recount ftrange Accidents and Cir- 
cnmftances, which have no Manner of Foundation in 
Truth, wh$n they defign to do Mifchief, are compre- 
hended nnder the Appellation of Gunners; but when 
they endeavour only to furprize and entertain, they are 
diftinguiQied by the Name of Gunfters, ' Gunners there- 
fore are the Peft of Society, but the Gunfters often the 
Diverfion. The Gunner is deftruftivc, and hated ; the 
Gunfter innocent, and laughed at. The firft is prejudicial 
to others, the other only to himfelf, 

T H LS being premifed, I muft in the next Place fub- 
dlvide the Gunner into fevcral Branches: All, or tho 
chief of which are I think as follows : 

Tirft^ The Bombardecr. 
SeconMj^ The Miner. 
'Thirdly^ The Squib. 
Fourthly^ The Serpent. 

AND Firfl, Of the Firft. The Botabwdx^x \a^«. 
his Balls fometimcs into the Mid& oi «lCvc^ » >«\\>cw^\>wi 
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fign* to fin all around him with Terror and Combuflion. 
He has been fometimes known to drop a Bomb in a Se* 
nate- houfe, and to fcatter a Pannick over a Nation. But 
his chief Aim is at feveral eminent Stations, which he 
looks upon as the faired Marks, and ufes all his Skill to 
do Execution upon thofe who poiTefs them. Every Man 
fo fituated, let his Merit be never fo great, is fure to un- 
dergo a Bombardment. It is further obferved, that the 
only Way to be out of Danger from the Bui^ng of a 
Bomb, is to lie proftrate on the Ground; a Poftore too 
abjedt for generous Spirits.. 

Secondly^ The Miner. 

A S the Bombardier levels his Mifchief at Natiims 
aad Cities, the Miner bufies himfelf in ruining and over- 
turning private Houfes and particular Perfons. He often 
m^ as a Spy, in difcovering the fecret Avenues and nn* 
guarded AccdTes of Families, where, after he has made 
ms proper Difcoverics and Difpofitions, he fets fudden 
Fire to his Train, that blows up Families, fcacters Friends^ 
feparates Lovers, difperfes Kindred, and (hakes a whole 
Neighbourhood. 

IT is to be noted, that feveral Females are great Pro- 
ficients in this Way of Engineering. The Marks by 
which they are to be known, are a wonderful Solicitude 
for the Reputation oi their Friends, and a more than 
ordinary Concern for the good of their Neighbours, 
There is alfo in them fomething fo very like Religion, 
as may deceive the Vulgar; but if you look upon it. 
more nearly, you fee on it fuch a Cad of Cenforioufneik,^ 
as difcovers it to be nothing but Hypocriiy. Cleomi/itk- 
a great Inftance of a Female Miner ;. But as my Defign 
is to expofe only the Incorrigible, let her be filent for the 
fature, and I ihall be fo too. 

ThM/y, The Squib. 
THE Squibs are thofe, who in the common Phrafe 
of the Word are called Libellers, Lampooners, and 
Pamphleteers. Their Fire- works are made up in Paper; 
and it is obferved, that they mix Abundance of Char- 
coal in their Towder, that they may be fure to blacken 
where they cannot fm^e. Thcfe are obferved to give a 
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Conftemation and Difturbance only ta we^ Minds; 
which, according to the Proverb, are always mon afraid 
than hurt. 

Fourthly^ Serpents. 
THE Serpents are a pretty kind of Gunners, more 
perniciou? than any of the reft. They make Ufe of a 
Sort of white Powder, that goes off without any violent 
Crack, but gives a gentle Sound, much like that of a 
Whifpcr; and is more deflrudive in all Parts of Life 
than any of the Materials made Ufe of by a&y of the 
Fraternity. 

Come we now to the Gunfters. 

THIS Pvace of Engineers deals altogethef in Wind- 
Gons, which, by recoiling, often knock down thofe 
who difcharge them, without hurting any Body elfe} 
and according to the various Compreflions of the Air, 
make fuch ilrange Squeaks, Cracks, Pops and BouAces, 
as it is impoflible to hear without laughing. 'Tis ob- 
fervable however, that there is a Difpoiition in a Gun- 
iler to become a Gunner ; and though their proper In- 
Ibruments are only loaden with Wind, they often, out of 
Wantonnefs, fire a Bomb, or fpring a Mine, out of 
thehr natural Inclination to Engineerings by which Means 
they do Mifchief when they don't dedgn it, and have 
their Bones broken when they don^t deferve it.

T H U S far as to my Studies. It will be ejfpe^ted I

following Abridgment of it. 

I T is remarkable, that I was bred by Hand, and eat 
nothing but Milk till I was a Twelvemonth old ; from 
which Time, to the 8th Year of my Age, I was obfer\»cd 
to delight in Pudding and Potatoes ; and indeed I retain 
a Benevolence for that Sort of Food to this Day.

TH E Faflkm of Love happened to be the Subjeft 
of Difcourfe between two or three of us at the 
Table of the Poets this Evening ; and among other 
Obfcrvations^ it was remarked, that the fame Senti- 
ment on this Paffion had run through all Languages 
Vid Nations. Mewmusy w\io \ia& %. NWf ^Qod Ti^e, 
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fell into a little Sort of DiiTertation on this Occafion. 
It is (faid he) remarkable, that no PafTion has been 
treated by all who have touched upon it with the 
fame Bent of Deflgn but this. The Poets, the Mo- 
ralifts, the Painters, in all their Defcriptions, Allegories, 
and Pidtures, have reprefented it as a foft Torment, a 
bitter Sweet, a pleafmg Pain, or an agreeable Diftreff» 
and hav^ only exprefTed the fame Thought in a different 
Manner. 

THE joining of Pleafure and Pain together in fuch 
Devices, feems' to me the only pointed 1 hought I ever 
read which is natural; and it muft have proceeded from 
its being the univerfal Senfe and Experience of Man- 
kind, that they have all fpoken of it in the fame Manner. 
I have in my own Reading remarked an Hundred and 
three Epigrams, fifty Odes, and ninety -one Sentences, 
tending to this fole Purpofe. 

I T is certain, there- is no other Paffion which does 
produce fuch contrary Effeds in fo great a Degree : But 
this may be faid for Love, that if you ftrike it out of 
the Soul, Life would be infipid, and our Being but 
half animated. Human Nature would (ink imo Dead- 
nefs and Lethargy, if not quickened with fome adlive 
Principle ; and ^ for all others, whether Ambition, En 
vy, or Avarice, which are apt to pofTefsthe Mind in 
the Abfence of this Paffion, it muft be allowed that ihey 
have greater Pains, without the Compenfation of fuch 
exquifite tlcafures as thofe we find in Love. The great 
Skill is to heighten the SatisfaAions, and deaden the 
Sorrows of it, which has been the End of many of my 
Labours, and fhall continue to be fo for the Service of 
the World in general, and in particular of the Fair Sex, 
who are always the beft or the worft Part of it. It is 
pity that a Paffion, which has in it a Capacity of 
making Life happy, fhould not be cultivated to the 
utmoft Advantage. Reafon, Prudence, and Good Na- 
ture, rightly applied, can thoroughly accomplifh this 
rreat End, provided they have always a real and con- 
Sant Love to work upon. But this Subjed I fhall treat 
more at large in the Hiftory of my married Silver, 
and in the mean Time fhaU conclude ii\^ ^^^t)bA^^

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iK'ich one of the £ne(l Allegories which I think. I hare 
ever read. It is invented by the Divine Plat$^ and to 
(hew the Opinion he himfelf had of it, afcribM by him to 
his z^mixtd Socrates^ whom he reprefents as difcoariing 
with his Friends, and giving the Hidory of Love in the 
following Manner. 

A T the Birch of Beauty (fays he) there was a great 
Feaft made, and many Guefb invited ; Among the reft, 
was the God Plenty, who was the Son of the God- 
defs Prudence^ and inherited many of his Mother's A'ir- 
tues. After a full Entertainment, he retired into the 
Garden of Jupiter, which was hung with a great Va- 
riety of Ambrofial Fruits, and feems to have been a 
very proper Retreat for fuch a Gueft. In the mean 
Time an unhappy Female called Poverty^ havmg 
heard of this great Fead, repaired to it in Hopes of 
finding Relief. I'he firfl Place (he lights upon >K'as 
Jupiter'^s Garden, which generally (bnds open to Peo- 
ple of all Conditions. Poverty enters, and by Chance 
finds the God Plenty adeep in it. She was immedi- 
ately fired with his Charms, laid hcrfelf down by his 
Side, and managed Matters fo well, that (he con- 
ceived a Child by him. The World was very much 
in Sufpence upon the Occafion, and could not ina- 

fine to themfelves what would be the Nature of an 
nfant that was to have its Original from two fach 
Parents. At the lafl:, the Child appears; and who 
(hould it be but L<n;e, This Infant grew ap^ and 
proved in all his Behaviour, what he really was, a 
Compound of oppofite Beings. As he is the Son of 
Plenty, (who was the Offspring of Prudence) he is fub- 
tie, intriguing, full of Stratagems, and Devices; Vi 
the Son of Poverty, he is fawning, begging, fercna- 
ding, delighting to lie at a Threihold, or beneath a 
Window. By the Father, he is audacious, full of 
Hopes, confcious of Merit, and therefore quick of Re- 
fentment : By the Mother, he is doubtful, timorouSi 
mean-fpirited, fearful of odending, and abje£iin Sob- 
ini(fions. In the fame Hour you may fee him traof* 
ported with Raptures, talking of immortal Pleafurts, 
and appearing fatisfied as a God ; and immediately af- 
net, as the mortal NLodvex . i^evails in his Compofition, 
5 '. ,Xo« 
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you behold him pining, languifhing, defpairlng, dy- 
ing. 

I HAVE been always wonderfully delighted with 
Fables, Allegories, and the like Inventions, which the 
politefl and the beft Infh-uflors of Mankind have always 
made Ufe of: They take off from the Severity of In- . 
(budUon, and inforce it at the fame Time that they con- 
ceal it. The fuppofing Lo^e to be conceived immediately 
after the Birth of Beauty^ the Parentage of PUnty, and 
the Inconfiftency of this Paffion with its felf fo naturally 
derived to it, are great Maiter^fbrokes in this Fable ; and 
if they fell into good Hands, might furniih out a more 
pleafing Canto than any in Spencer. 

From my own Afariment^ November 4. 

I CAME Home this Evening in a very prnfive 
Mood ; )md to divert me, took np a Volume of ^^hake- 
fpear^ where I chanced to cafl my Eye opoti a Part in 
the Tragedy of Richard the Third, which filled my Mind 
with a very agreeable Horror. It was the Scene in 
which tkat bold, but wicked Prince, is rcprefented as 
fleeping in his Tent, • the Night before the Batde in 
whicli he fell. I'he Poet takes that Occaiion to fet be- 
fore him in a Vifion, a terrible AiTembly of Apparitions, 
the Gholls of all thofe innocent Perfons whom he is /aid 
to have murdered. Pnnct^ ^dward, Henry VI. the J>ake 
of Clarence, Rivers, Gray and Faughan^ Lord Hafiif^s^ 
the Two young Princes, Sons to EdivardiV, his own 
Wife, and the Duke of Buckingham, rife up in their 
Bloo4 before him, beginning their - Speeches with that 
dreadful Salutation, Let ms fit hea<vy m thy Soul: t9 Mar- 
row ; and concluding with that difmal Sentence, Defpair 
and die. This infpires the Tyrant with a Dream of his 
paft Guilt, and of the approaching Vengeance. He an- 
ticipates the fatal Day of Bofiworth, fancies himfelf dif- 
mounted, weltring in his own Blood ; and in the Agonies 
of Defpair^ (before he is thoroughly awake) ibuts np 
,with the following Speech :

A SCENE written with fo great Strength of Ima- 
ginatiODy indifpofed me from further reading, and threw 
me into a deep Contemplation. I began to refled up- 
on the difFerent Ends of good and bad Kings; and as 
this was the Birch Day of our late renowned Mooarcb, 
I could not forbear thinking on. the Departure of tltft 
excellent Prince, whofe Life was crowned with Glory, 
and his Deatli with Peace. I let my Mind go fo far into 
this Thought, as to imagine to myfelf, what might have 
been the Vifion of his departing Slumbers. He might 
have feen confederate Kings applauding him in difFerent 
Languages, Slaves that had been bound in Fetters, hfting 
up their Hands and ble£ing him, and the Perfecuted in 
their iiweral Forms of Worfhip imploring Comfort on his 
:iaA Moments. The ReHedion upon this excellent Prince's

Weil, they go on,, and 
the Particle ani/ ftood unfortunately at the End of a 
Vcrfe, and was made to rhime to the Word Jinn/i^ 
This Rofcius excepted againft. The new Poet gave 
Dp that too, and faid, he would not difputc for a Mo- 
nofyllable For a Monofyllable, iays the real Au- 
thor! I can affure you, a Moncffyllable m^y be of as 
great Force as a Word of Ten Syllables. 1 tell yoa, 
Sir, and is the Connexion of the Matter in iVv^VW^v

A witty Man 
of thefe Days comp&red this true and feigned Poet to the 
contending Mothers before Solomon ; The true One was 
eafily difcovered from the Pretender, by refuEng to fee 
his OiF.fpringxUffedtcd.

I KNOW no Manner of Speaking fo offenfi?e as 
that of giving Praife, and clofing it with an. Excep- 
tion ; which proceeds (where Men do not do it to 
introduce Malice, and make Calumny more efFeftoal) 
from the common Error of confidering Man as a pcr- 
fed Creature. But if we rightly examine Things, we 
fhall find, that there is a Sort of OEconomy in Provi- 
dence, that one (hall excel where another is defedive, 
in order to make Men more ufeful to each other, and 
mix them in Society. This Man having this Talent, 
and that Man another, is as necelTary in Converfation, 
m out profeffmg .one Trade, «jwi another another, is 
^eiicial in Commeicc. T^^ \».'^^v^ QXaaa.\& ^<i«. 
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not produce all Things ; and it was fo ordered, that 
one Part of the Earth fhould want the Product of ano- 
ther, for uniting Mankind in a general Correfpondence 
and good Underftanding. It is therefore want of good 
Senfe as well as good Nature, to fay, Simpiicius has a 
better Judgment, but not fo much Wit as Latius; for 
that thefe have not each other's Capacities, is no more 
a Diminution to cither, than if you fhould fay, Sim- 
p/icTus is not Latius, or Latins not Sim fit civs. The Hea- 
then World had fo little Notion that Perfedion was to 
be expedted amongft Men, that among them any one 
Quality or Endowment in an Heroic Degree made a 
God. Hercules had Strength ; but it was never objeft- 
cd to him that he wanted Wit. ^pllo prefided over . 
Wit, and it was never afked whether he had Strength. 
We hear no Exceptions againft the Beauty of Miner- 
*va^ or the W]fdom of Vtnus, Thefe wife Heathens 
were glad to immortalize any one ferviceablc Gift, and 
overlook all Imperfcftions in the Perfon who had it : 
But with us it is far other wife, for we rejedl many 
eminent Virtues, if chey are accompanied with one ap- 
parent Weaknefs. The reflefting after this Manner, 
made me account for the ftrange Delight Men take id 
reading Lampoons and Staiida), with which the Age 
abounds, and of which J receive frequent Complaints. 
Upon mature Confideration, I iind it is principally for 
this Reafon, that the worfl: of Mankind, the Libellers, 
receive fo much Encouragement in the World. The 
low Race of Men take a fecrct Pleafure in finding an 
eminent Chara6ler levelled to tbeir Condition by a Re- 
port of its Defefls, and keep themfelves in Countenance, 
though they are excelled in a thoufand Virtue?, if they 
believe they have in common with a great Perfon any 
one Fault. The Libeller falls in with this Humour, 
and gratifies this Bafenefs of Temper, which is natu- 
rally an Enemy to extraordinary Merit. It is from this, 
that Libel and Satire are promifcuoufly joined together 
in -the Notions of the Vulgar, though the Satirift and 
Libeller differ a» much as the Magiflrate, and the Mur- 
derer. In the Confideration of Human Life, the Sa- 
tirifl never falls upon Ferfons w\\o ^t^ wci^ ^"^^vw^^ 
biAty, aaf the Libeller on. notie bvxi vj\^ «*^ t^vSi^v^^' 
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oufly commendable. Were I to cxpofc any Vice in a 
good or great Man, it (hould certainly be by correQing 
it in fome one where that Crime was the moft diftingaiih- 
»g Part of the Charafier ; as Pages are chafUzed for the 
Admonition of Princes. When it is performed otherwife, 
the Vicious are kept in Credit, by placing Men of Merit 
in the fame AccufacloR. But all the Pafquils, Lampoons 
and Libels, we meet with now- a days, are a Sort of play- 
ing with the four and twenty Letters, and throwing them 
into Names and Charadlers, without Senfc, Truth or Wit. 
Jn this Cafe, I am in great Perplexity to know whom 
they mean, and fhould be in DiArcfs for thofe they abufe, 
if I did not fee their Judgment and Ingenuity in thbfe 
they commend. This is the true Way of examining 
a Libel ; and when Men confider, that no one Man 
living thinks the better of their Heroes and Patrons for 
the Paiiegyrick given them, none can think themfelvei} 
Jeffcned by their Invediive. The Hero or Patron in a 
Libel, is but a Scavenger to carry off the Dirt, and by 
that very Employment is the filthieil Creature in the 
Street. Pedications and Fanegy ricks are frequently ri- 
diculous, .let them be addrelTed where they will; but at 
' the Front, or in the Body of a Libel, to commend a 
Man, J5 faying to the Perfons applauded, My Lor J, or 
Sir, I ha*ve pulled dvwn all Men that the reft of the 
World think Great and Honourable^ and here is a clear 
Stage } you may as you pleafe be 'valiant or iK-ife j you maj^ 
ehoo/e to be on the Military or Q'vil Lift ; for there is M 
one bra^ve nuho cofnmands^ or juft ivho has Po*wer : Tdu 
viay rule the World now it is empty y luhich exploded jcu 
<ivhen it ivas full: 1 ha^ve knocked out the Brains of all 
nvhom Mankind thought good for any Thing ; and I dcuht 
not^ but you, fwill renjuard that In<ventiony luhich found out 
the only Expedient to make your Lordjhip^ or your Worfolp^ 
of any Conjideration, 

HAD I the Honour to be in ^ Libel, and had^efca- 
ped the Approbation of the Author, I fliould. look upon 
It exadlly in this Manner. But tho* it is a Thing thus 
perfedly indifferent, who is exalted or .debafcd in fcch 
Performances, yet it is not fo with relatwn to the Au- 
thors of them ; therefore I fhall, for the Good of my 
Country, hereafter xsifk w^oti m^ Vi ^\wv\^ thcfc 
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Wretches. What is already pafs'd, may die away ac- 
cording to its Nature, and continue in its prefent Obli- 
vion ; but for the future, I fhall take Notice of fuch Ene- 
mies to Honour and Virtue, and preferve them to im- 
mortal Infan\y: Their Names fhall give frefh Offence 
many Ages hence, and" be detefted a "^i houfand Years af- 
ter the Commiilion of their Crime. It (hall not avail, 
that thefe Children of Infamy publifli their Works under 
feigned Names, or under none at all ; for I am fo per- 
fedUy well acquainted with the Styles of all my Contem- 
poraries, that I (hall not fail of doing them Juftide, with 
their proper Names, and at their full Length. Xet there- 
fore thefe Mifcreants enjoy their prefent Ad of Oblivion, 
and take Care how they offend hereafter. 

BUT to avert our Eyes from fuch Objedls, it is 
methinks but requifite to fettle our Opinion in the 
.Cafe of Praife and Blame : And I believe, the only 
true Way to cure that Senfibility of Reproach, which 
is a common Weaknefs with the moil virtuous Men, 
is to fix their Regard firmly upon only what is flriftly 
true, in relation to their Advantage, as well as Diminu- 
tion; For if I am pleafed with Commendation which 
I do not deferve, I fhall from the fame Temper be con- 
cerned at Scandal I do not deferve. But he that can 
think of falfe Applaufij with as much Contempt as 
falfe Detraction, will certainly be prepared for all Ad- 
ventuses, and will become all Occafions. Undeferved 
■Praife can pleafe only thofe who want Merit, and un- 
deferved Reproach frighten only thofe who want Since- 
rity. I have thought of this with fo much Attention, 
that I fancy there can be no other Method in Nature ' 
found for the Cure of that . Delicacy, which gives 
good Men Pain under Calumny, but placing Satif- 
faftion no where but in a jufl Senfe of their own Inte- 
grity, without Regard to the Opinion of otters. If we 
Save not fuch a Foundation as this, there is no Help 
againfl Scandal, but being in Obfcurity, which to noble 
Minds is not being at all. The Truth of it is, this 
Love 6f Praife dwells moft in great and heroic Spi- 
rits; and thofe who befl deferve it, have generally the 
moft exquifite Relifh of it. Metbil^Va \ ^^^ >^^ '^^- 
nowned JUxander, after a pairfviV «jA \^\»wsy!»'^«^'^ 
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amidft the Heats of a parched Soil and a burning Climate, 
fitting over the Head of a Fountain, and after a Draught 
of Water pronounce that memorable Sayine, Oh Atbi* 
marts ! How much do I fufFer that you may ^ak well of 
me? The Athenians were at that Time the Learned qf 
the World, and their Libels againft Alexander were writ- 
ten as he was a profeiTed Enemy of their State : But how 
monftrous would fuch Inveftives have appear'd in Mace- 
domzKs, 

A S Love of Reputation is a darling Paflion in great 
Men, fo the Defence of them in this Particular is the 
Buiinefs of every Man of Honour and Honefty. We 
fhould run on fuch an Occa£on (as if a publick Building 
was on Fire) to their Relief; and all who fpread or pub- 
lith fuch deteflable Pieces as traduce their Merit, flioald 
be ufed like Incendiaries. It is the common Caufe of octr 
Country to fupport the Reputation of thofe who prefervc 
it againft Invaders ; and every Man is attacked in the Per- 
fon. of that Neighbour who deferves well of him.

Men of this folid 
Make are not to be hurried up and down the World, 
for (if I may fo fpcak) they are naturally at their Wit's 
End ; and it is an " impertinent Part to difturb their Re- 
pofe, that they may give you only an Hiftory of their 
bodily Occuprences, which is all they are capable of ob^ 
ferving. Barry had an elder Brother who was .tried in 
this Way : I remember all he could talk of at his Re- 
turn, was, That be had like to have been drowned at 
fuch a Place, he fell out of a Chaife at another, he had 
a better Stomach when he moved Northward than when;

THERE are feveral Perfons who have many Plca- 
fures and Entertainments in their Poflefiion, 
which ^hey do not eI^)oy, Ix. \\ xW^fce a kind and 
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good Office to acquaint them with their own Happinefs, 
and turn their Attention to fueh Tnftances of their good 
Fortune which they are apt to overlook, 'erfons in the

IT has coft tine very much Care and Thought to 
marlhal and fix the People under their proper De- 
nominations, and to range them accoidv'cv^ xo \^€\x 
•fpeftivc duraders. Thefe my Eii4««LNO\3iX% VkV^^- ^«^^ 
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received with unexpe^ed Succef» in one Kind, bu^ 
negleded in another : For though I have many Rea- 
ders, I have but few Converts. This muft certainly 
proceed from a falfe Opinion, That what I write is de- 
figned rather to amufe and. entertain^ than convince and 
inhrud. 1 entered upon my £(&ys with a Declaration, 
that I ihould coniider Mankind in quite another Man- 
ner than they had hitherto been reprefented to the or- 
dinary World ; and averted, that none but an ufeful 
Life fhonld be with me any Life at all. But left this 
Dodrine fhould have made this fmall Progrefs towards 
the ConvidUon of Mankind, becaufe it may appear to 
the Unlearned light and whimfical, I muft take Leave 
to unfold the Wifdom and Antiquity of my firft Pro- 
pofiiion in thefe my Eflays, to wit. That evtty Worth- 
hjs Man is a dead Man, This Notion is as old as ?y 
thagoras^ in whofe School it was a Pdint of Difcipline, 
That if among the 'A«Hnxd< or Ptohatiauersj there were 
any who grew weary of ftudying to be ufbfix^ and re- 
turned to an idle Life, the reft were to regard them 
as dead ; and upon their departing, to perform their 
Obfequies, and raife them Tombs, with Infcrlptions to 
warn others of the like Mortality, and quicken them 
to Refolutions of refining their Souls, above that wretch- 
ed State. It is upon a like Suppofition, that young 
Ladies, at this very Time, in Roman Catholick Coun-" 
tries, are received into fome Nunneries with their Cof- 
fins, and with the Pomp of a formal Funeral, to fignify, 
That henceforth they are to be of no further Ufe, and 
confequently dead. Nor was Pythagoras himfelf the fitft 
Author of this Symbol, with whom, and with the He- 
hr€*ws, it was generally received. Much more might be 
offered in lUuftration of this Doftrine from Sacred Au- 
thority, which I recommend to my Readers own Reflec- 
tion; who will eafily recoiled from Places which I do 
not think fit to quote here, the forcible Manner of apply- 
ing the Words, Dead and Living, to Men as they arc 
Good or Bad. 

I H A V E therefore compofed the following Scheme 

of Exiftence for the Benefit both of the Living and the 

Dead, tho' chiefly fox the latter^ whom I muft dcfire 

to read it with ail pofflcil^ Ktxtnuos^, Vfe. vV& Nam- 
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ber of the Dead, I comprehend all Perfons, of what 
Title or Dignity foever, who beftow moft of their 
Time in Eating and Drinking, to fupport that imagi- 
nary Exigence of theirs, which they call Life; or in 
dreiling and adorning thofc^ Shadows and Apparitions . 
which are lookM upon by the Vulgar as real Men and 
Women. In (hort, whoever refides in the World with- 
out having any fiuilnefs in it, and pafTes away an Age 
without ever thinking on the Errand for which he was 
fent hither, is to me a Dead Man to all Intents and 
Purpofes i and I dcfire that he may be fo reputed. The 
Living are only thofe that are fome Way or ether laud- 
ably employed in. the Improvement of their own Minds^ 
or for the Advantage of others ; and even amongft 
theie I (hall only reckon into their Lives that Part of 
their Time which has been fpent in the Manner above- 
Bfientioned. -By thefe Means, I am afraid, we (hall 
find the longeft Lives not to confift of mainy Months, 
and, the greate/l Part of the Earth to be quite unpeo- 
pled. According to this Syftem we may oblerve, that 
iome Men are born at Twenty Years of Age, fome at 
Thirty, fome at Threefcore, and lomc not, above- an 
Hoar before they die : Nay, we may obferve Mul- 
titudes that die without ever being born, ., as well as 
many dead Perfons that fill up the Bulk of Mankind, 
and make a better Figure in the Eyes of the Igno- 
rant, than thofe N who are alive, and in their proper and 
foil State of Health. However, fmce there may be 
many goo'd Subjefts that pay their Taxes, and live 
peaceably in their Habitations, who are not yet born, 
or have departed this Life feveral Years fmce, my De- 
ilgn is, to encourage both to join themielves as foon as 
poflible to the Number of the Living: For as I in- 
vite the former to break forth into Being, and become 
good for fomething ; fo I allow the latter a State of Re- 
fufcitation ; whidi I chiefly mention for the Sake of 
a Perfon, who has lately publifhed an Advertiferacnt, 
with feveral fcurrilous Terms in it,, that do by no Means 
become a Dead Man to give : It is my departed 
Friend Joim Partritigey who concludes the Advertife- 
ment of his next Year's Almanack witk \Jwt W^';yH\^';g^ 
Note.

In a Word, the Poets 
doj as it were, ftrew the rough Paths of Virtue fo full 
of Flowers, that we are not fenflble of the Uneafi- 
nefs of them, and imagine ourfelves in the Midll of 
Pleafures, and the mod bewitching Allurements, at the 
Time we are making a Progrefs in the fevereft Duties of 
Life. 

ALL Men agree, that licentious Poems do of all • 
Writings fooneft corrupt the Heart: And why fhould 
we BQt be as univerfally perfwaded, that the grave 
and ferious Performances of fuch as write in the nod 
engaging Manner, by a kind of divine Impulfe, muft be 
the moft efFeftual Perfwafivfes to Goodnefs ? If therefore 
I were bleffed with a Son, in order to the forming of 
his Manners, (which is making him truly my Son) 
I fhouki be continually putting into his Hand fome 
fine Poet. The graceful Sentences, and the manly Sen- 
timents fo frequently to be met with in every great 
and fublirae Writer, are, in my Judgment, the moft 
ornamental and valuable Furniture that can be for a 
young Gentleman^s Head; methinks they fhew like fo 
much rich Embroidery upon the Brain. Let me add 
to this. That Humanity and Tendemefs, (without 
which there can be no true GreattvcC^ vci >Jw£ \r«^ 
are inipired by the Mufes in tuda. ^-ai^ici^CvcJ^ V-wcw.-. 
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guage, that all we find in Profe-AuthoFS towards the 
*raiiiQg and improving of thefe Pailions, is in Cpmpa- 
rifon hut cold, or llikewarm, at the befl. There is 
befides a certain Elevation of So51, a fedate Magna- 
nimity, and a noUe Turn of V^irtue, that diftingui(he« 
the Hero from the plain, honed Man, to which Verfe 
can only raife us.

I HAVE been this Evening recoUefting what Paf- 
ftgcs (fince T could firft think) have left the ftrongcft 
ImprdEons upon my Mind ; and after ibidl Inquiry, I ' 
am convinced, that the Impulfes I have received from 
Theatrical Reprifcntationi, have had a greater EfFcf^, 
than otherwife would have been wrought in me by the 
latlc Occurrences of my private Life. My old Friends, 
Hart and Mohun, the one by his natural and proper 
Force, the other by his great Skill and Art, never failed 
to fend me home full of fuch Ideas as afft^ted my Be- 
haviour, and made me infenfibly more courteous and4iu- 
mane to my Friends and' Acquaintance. It is not the 
Bufinefs of a good Play to make every Man ao Hero ; 
but it certainly gives hin\a livelier Senfe of Virtue and 
Merit than he had when he entered the Theatre. 

THIS rational Pleafure (as I always call it) has for 
many Years been very little tailed : But I am £kd to 
fjid that the true Spirit of it is reviving 9gaiii amongft 
us, by a due Regard to what is prefented, and by fup- 
porting only one Playhoufe. It has been within the Ob- 
fcrvation of the youngeft amon^ft \i%, TV^as. '^V^^ '^^s^ 
wcr€ two Houfes, they did not oonvvft e»LOEi oj^RRxNsiA^^- 
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Reprefentaiions as tended to the Inftrudion and Ornament 
of Life, but by introducing mimical Dances, and fulibme 
Buffooneries. For when an excellent Tragedy was to be 
aded in one Hoi^fe, the Ladder- Dancer carried the whole 
Town to the other : And indeed fuch an £vil as this moft 
be the natural Confequence of two Theatres, as certainly 
as that there are niore who can fee. than can t^ink. Every 
one is fen'fible of the Duiger of the Fellow 6n tlie Lad- 
der, and can fee his Adivity in toming down fafe; b^t 
very few are judges of the Diflrefs of an Hero in a Flay, 
or of his Manner of Behaviour in thofe Circumftanccs. 
Thus, to pleafe the People, two Houfes muft entertain 
them with what they can underfland, and not with Things 
which are defigned to improve their Underftanding : 
And the readied Way to gain good Audiences, muft 
be to offer fuch I'hings as ate moft relifhed by the 
Crowd; that is to fay, immodell A6lion, empty Show,^. 
•r impertinent AdUvity. Tn fhiort, two Houfes cannot 
hope to fubfiiV, but by Means which are contradi^iy 
to the very InfUtution of a Theatre in a well-governed 
Kingdom. 

I H A V E ever had this Scnfe of the Thing, and for 
that Reafon have rejoiced that my ancient coeval Friend 
of Drury-Lane, though he had fold off moft of his 
Moveables, ftill kept Pofieflion of his Palace, and trem- 
bled for him, when he had lately like to have been 
taken by a Stratagem. There have for many Ages 
been a certain learned Sort of unlearned Men in this 
Nation called Attomies, who have taken upon them to 
folve all DifHcukies by increafing them, and are called 
upon to the AiTifbnce of all who are lazy, or weak of. 
Underilanding. The Infolence of a Ruler of this Place 
made hip» refign the PoiTeflion of it to the Manage- 
ment of my above-mentioned. Friend Divito. Di<vit9 
was too modefl to know when to reiign it, till he had 
the Opinion and Sentence of the Law for his Removal. 
Both thefe in Length of Time were obtained againft 
him : But as the great Archimedes defended Syracufi 
with fo powerful Engines, that if he threw a Rope or 
Piece of Wood over the Wall, the Enemy fled ; fo 
DMto had wounded all AdverCaries with fa much Skill,. 
tim Moa feared erca lo \>t Vn, i^^ ^^x ^<^\&& Vwm 
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For this Rcafon, the lawful Ruler fets up an Attorney, 
to ocpel an Attorney, and chofe a Name dreadful to the 
Stage, who only feemed able to beat Dimto out of his 
Intrenchments. 

ON the 2 2d Inibnt, a Night of publick Rejoicing, 
the Enemies of Di*vito made a Largefs to the People 
of Faggots, Tubs, and other combuflible Matter, 
which was ereded into a Bonfire before the Palace. 
Plentiful Cans were at the fame Time diftfibuted among 
die Dependencies of that Prmcipality \ and the artful 
Rival of Divito obferving them prepared for Enter- 
prize, prefented the lawful Owner of the neighbour- 
ing Edifice, and (hewed his Deputation under him. 
War ioamediately eifoed upon the peaceful Empire of 
Wit and the Mufes; the Gotbs and Vandals facking 
Rome did not threaten a more barbarous Devaftation of 
Arts and Sciences. But when they had forced* their 
Entrance, the experienced Dimto had detached all his 
Subjects, and evacuated all his Stores. The neigh- 
bouring Inhabitants report. That the Refafe of Divtto's 
Followers marched off the Night before difguifed in 
Magnificence; Door Keepers came out clad like Car- 
dinals, and Scene- Drawers like Heathen Gods.

IWAS laft Week taking a folitaiy Wdk in de 
Garden of Lincoln's Inn, (a Favour chat is indulged 
me by feveral of the Benchers who are my intimate 
Friends, and grown old with me in this Neighbourhood) 
when, according to the Nature of Men in Years, who 
have made but little Progrefs in the Advancement if 
their Fortune or their Fame, I was repining at the fod- 
den Rife of many Perfons who are my Juniors, and 
indeed at the unequal Diih-ibution of Wealth, Honour, 
and all other Blefiings of Life. I was loft in this 
Thought, when the Night came upon roe and drew tof 
Mind into a far more agreeable Comemplatipn. The 
Heaven above me appeared in all its Glories, and 
prefented me with fuch an Hemifphere of Stars, as 
made the mod agreeable Profpedl imaginable to one 
who delights in the Study of Nature. It happen^ to 
be a freezing Night, which had purified the whole Body 
of Air into fuch a bright tranfparent iEther, as made 
every Conftellation vifibie; and at the fame Time gave 
fuch a particular Glowing to the Stars, that I thought 
it the richeft Sky I had ever feen. I could not be- 
hold a Scene fo wonderfully adorned and lighted up, 
(if I may be allowed that ExpreiTion) without fuitable 
Meditations on the Author of fuch illuftrious and amazing 
Objeds; For on thefe Occafions, Philofophy fuggcfb 
Motivts to Religion, and Religion adds Pleafures to Phi- 
lofophy. ^ 
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AS foon as I had recovered my ufua! Temper and 
Serenity of Soul, I retired to my Lodgings, ^\'ith the 
Satisfaftion of having pafTed away a few Hours in the 
proper Employments of a reafonable Creature ; and pro- 
inifing myfclf that my Slumbers would be fvrcet, 1 no 
fooner fell into them, but I dreamed a Dream, or faw 
a Vifion, (for I know not which to call it) that feemed . 
to rife out of my Evenhig- Meditation, and had fome- 
thing in it fo folemn and ferious, that I cannot forbear 
communicating it ; tho' I muft confefs the Wildnefs of 
Imagination (which in a Dream is always loofe and 
irregalar) difcovers it felf too much in feveral Part* 
of it. 

METHOUGHTS I faw the fame axure Sky . 
diverfified with the fame glorious Luminaries which 
had entertained me a little before I fell fleep. " I was 
looking very attentively on that Sign in the Heavens 
which is called by the Name, of the Balance, when on 
a fadden there appeared in it an extraordinary Light, 
as if the Sun fhould rife at Midnight. By its increaling 
in Breadth and Luflre, I foon found that it approached 
towards the Earth ; and at lengch could difcern fome* 
thing like a Shadow hovering in the Midft of a great 
Glory, which in a little Time after I diftinflly per- 
ceived to be the Figure of a Woman. I fancied at firft 
it might have been the' Angel, or Intelligence thaf- 
guided the Conftellation from which it defcended j but 
upon a nearer View, I faw about her all the Emblem^ . 
with which the Goddefs of Juftice is ufually defcribed. 
Her Countenance was unfpeakably awful and majelHck, 
bat exquifitely beautiful to tbofe whofe Eyes were ftrong 
enough to behold it ; her Smiles tranfported with Rap- 
lure, her Frowns terrified to Defpair. She held in

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cither military or civil. This feleft Aflcmbly was drawn 
up in the Center of a prodigious Multitade, which ^-^s 
difFufed on all Sides, and flood obferving them, as idle 
People ufed to gather about a Regiment that were exer- 
c fmg their Arms. They were drawn up in three Bo- 
dies : In the firft, were the Men of Virtue ; in the 
iecond, Men of Knowledge; and in the third, the Men 
ef Bufinefs. It is impofTible, to look at the firft Column 
without a fecret Veneration, their Aipeds were fo 
fweetened with Humanity, raifed with Contemplation, 
emboldened with Refolution, and adorned with the moft 
agreeable Airs, which are thofe that proceed from fecret 
Habits of Virtue. I could not but take Notice, That 
there were many Faces among them which were nnknown, 
not only to the Multitude, but even to feveral of their 
own Body. 

I N the fecond Column, confifting of the Men of 
Knowledge, there had been great Difputes before they 
fell into the Ranks, which they did not do at la(l, with- 
0!]t the pofitive Command of the Goddefs who prelided 
over the Affembly. She had fo order'd it, that Men 
of the greateft Genius and ftrongeft Senfe were placed 
at the Head of the Column : Behind thefe, were foch 
as had formed their Minds very much on the Thoughts 
and Writings of others. In th^ Rear cf the Column 
were Men who had more Wit th^n Senfe, or more 
Learning than Underftanding. All living Authors of 
any Value were ranged in one of thefe ClaHTes; but I 
inuft confefs, I was very much furprized to fee a great 
Body of Editors, Criticks, Commentators and Gram- 
jrarians, meet with fo very ill a Reception. They had 
formed themfelves into a Body, and with a greiat deal of 
Arrogance demanded the firft Station in the Column of 
Knowledge; but the Goddefs, ihftead of coroplymg 
with their Requeft, clapped them all into L'iveries» and 
bid them know themfelves for no other but the Lacquies 
of the Learned. ., 

THE third Column were Men of Bufinefs, and 

confifting of Perfons in military and civil Capacities. 

1'he former marched out from the reft, and placed 

themfelves in the Front; at Whic'h thic oAer ihoofc 

their Heads at them, but tfvd x^xiVtt^ ^ \^ dif^utc 
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the Poll with them. I could not but make feveral Ob- 
fw^ons upon this laft Cduixih of People; but I have 
certain private Reafons why I do not think fit to com- 
jittunicate them to the Publick. In order to fill up all 
the Pbfts of Honour, Dignity and Profit, there was a 
Draught made oat of each Column of Men, v^o were 
Mailers of aU three Qualifications in fome Degree, and 
were preferred to Stations of the firft Rank. The fe* 

:'cond Draught was made out of fuch a^ were poflTefTed 

. of any two of the Qualifications^ wl^o were difpofed of 
in Stations of a fecond Dignity. Thofe who* were lefc^ 
and were endowed only with one of them, had their 

^Ibitable Po(b. When this was over, there remained 
many Places of Troit and Profit Unfilled, for which there 

"were frefh Draughts made out of the furrounding Multi- 
tude, who. had any Appearance of tbefe Excellencies, 
or were recommended by thofe who pofTefied them in 
Reality. 

ALL were fiirprized to fee fb many new Faces 
in tbe xnoft eminent Dignities ; and for my own Part, 

, I was very well pleifed to fee' that all my Friends 
cither kept th(eir prefent Pofts, or^were advanced to 
b^her. 

HAVING filled my Paper with thofe Particulars of 
my Vi£on which concern the Male Part of Mankind,

THE Progrcfs of my Intended Account rf wilt- 
happened when JnJIice yifited Mortab, is at 
prefent interrupted by the Obfenration and* Senfe bf ^an , 
Ij[iju(lic& agaihft which there is no ^jStrntdj} €ven 10 ^a 
Kingdom more happy in the Care |aktei» of the LibedSr 
and Property of the Subjeft, than any other l^atim 
upon Earth. This Iniquity is committed fey a ■ moft 
impregnable Set of Mortals, Men who are Rogues witfi- 
in the Law; and in the very Commiffioh iDf what they 
are guilty of, profefTedly jown, that the^ forbear ^0 
Injury but from the I'error of being puniihed for it. 
Thefe Mifaeants are a Set of Wretches we Authors call 
Pirates, who print any Pock, Poem, or Sermon, as 
foon as it appears in the World, in a fmallcr Volume, 
and fell it (as all other Thieves do ftolen Goods) at 
a cheaper Rate. I was in my Rage calling them Raf- 
cals, Plunderers, Robbers, Highwaymen. £ut they ac* 
knowledge all that, and are.pleafed with thofe, as well as 
any other Titles ; nay, will print them themfdves to torn 
the Penny. 

I AM extremely at a Lofs how to a£t againft fuch 
open Enemies, who have not ihame enough to be 
touched with our Reproaches, and are as w^ defended 
againA what we can &y> ai& ^^x ^^ uxl ^. ^i^v^^ 
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therefore we muft tarn into Complaint, which I cannot 
forbear making, when I confider that all the Labours of 
my long Life may be difappdinted by the firll Man that 
pleafes to rob me. I had flattered niyfelf, that my Stock 
of Learning was worth 150/. fer Annum^ which would 
very handfomely maintain me and my little Family, who 
arc fo happy or fo wife as to want only Neceflaries.

TH B Male World were dirmilTed by the Goddefi 
of Jullice, and di&ppe^f«d, when on ^ fuddea 
die wbole Plain was covered it ith' Women. So charm- 
ing a Multitude £lled mj Heart 'With' unfpeakable 1 lea- 
fbrea and as the celefliai Light of the Mirror fhone up- 
on their Faces, f^veral of them: feemed rather Perfbns 
tiiat defccndcd in the Train of the Godiefs, than fuch 
who were brought before her to their Trial. The Clack 
ef Tongaesy and Confufion of Voices, in this ne^v Af- 
fembly, were foivery great, thatf the Goddefs' was force4 
to command Silence ^veral Times, and with fome Se-. 
Tdirity, bcfoK (he -could make them' attentive to her £- 
di£b. They were all fenfible, that the moft Inlportant 
Afl&ir among Womankind was then to be fettled, which 
every one' knows to be the Point of Place. This had 
raifed innumerable Difputes among them, and put the 
whole Sex into a Tumult. Every one produced her 
Claim, and pleaded her Ptetenfions. Birth, Beauty, 
Wit, or Wealth, were Words that rung in my Ears 
irtm all Parts of the Plain.

Such as believed themfdves graceful in, their Motion, 
^ound an OccafioB of falhngbadc»'advancitig fof^iid, or 
making a falfe Step,, that.tjbcy might fhewlheirJ^earfbos ia 
the moil becoming Air. Such as had fine Necks and Bo- 
foms, were wonderfully curions to look, over the Heads 
of the Multitude, and pbferve the moft diflant Parts of the 
AfTembly. Several clapped their Hands on their Fore- 
heads, as helping t^ieir fight to look upon the Gloria 
that (urrounded the G9dd^s, bat in Reality to (hew fine 
Hands and Arms. The Ladies were yet better pleafed, 
when they heard, that in the Decifion of this great Coii>- 
troverfy, each of them ihould be her^ own Judge, and 
take her Place according to her own Opinioa of hcrfel^ 
when (he confulted her Looking- glais. 
.THE Goddcfs theq let down the. Mirror of Truth in 
a Golden Chain, which appeared brger in Proportion as 
it defcended apd approached nearer to the Eyes of the 
fieholders. It wsls the particular Property of this Look* 
ing glafs to banifl\ all falfe Appearances, and ihew People 
what. they are. The whole Woman was reprefented^ 
wit)iou<^ Regard to the ufual external Features^ which 
wer^ niade entirely conformable to their real Charaden. 
In Aiort, .the moft accompliihed (taking in the whole 
Circle of Female Perfcftions) were the moft beautiful; 
and ihe moft defedlive, the.noft deformed. The God- 
defs fo varied the Motion of the Glafs, and placed it ia 
fo many different Lights, that each had an Opportunity 
of feeing herfelf in it. 

I T is impoiEble to defcribe the Rage, the Pleafure, 
or Aftonifhment, that appeared in each Face upon its 
Reprefentation in the Mirror; Multitudes ftartcd at 
their own Form, and would have broke the Glafs if 
they could have reached it. Many faw their bloom- 
ing Features wither as they look'd upon them, and their 
Self- Admiration turned into a Loathing and Abhorrence. 
The Lady who was thought fo agreeable in her Anger, 
And was fo ofuii cekWx^i ioi^'^oittasx ^€ Fire and 
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spirit, was Frighted at her dwn Image, and fancied ihe ^ 
faw a Fary in thcGlafsr. The interefted Miftrefs be- 

' held a Harpy, and the fubtle Jilt a Sphinx. I was very 
much troubled in my own Heart, to fee fuch a Deflruc; 
tion of fine Faces ; but at the fame Time had the Plea* 
fore *of feeing feveral improved, which I had before 
looked upon las the greateft Mafter- pieces of Nature. I ^ 
obferved, that fome few yrere fo humble as to be furprized 

•at their own Charmii, and that many a one, who had 
lived in the Retirement and Severity tf a Vdbl, fhined 
forth in all the Graces and Attradiions of a Siren. I 
was' ravKhed a^ the Sight of a particular Image in the 
Mirror, which I think the mofl beautiful Objed that my 
Eyes ever beheld. There Was fomething more than Hu-

• I W A S impatient to fee the Lady reprefdited by fb" 
divine an Image, whom I found to be the Ferfon that^ 
jftood at my Ri^t Hand, and in the fame Foint of View 
with nyfclf. This was a little old Woman, who in her 
Prime had been about Five' Foot high, dio* at prefent 
Ihrunk to about three Quarters of that Meafure: Her* 
natural Afpeft was puckered tip with Wrinkles, an J 
her Head covered with grey Hairs. I had obferved all 
along an innocent Chearfulnefs in het Face, which was

with Walnut ; and then, in Older to wean him from it by 
Degrees, permitted hinv to wear, it three Days in a Week, 
and to abate proportionaUy till he found himielf able to 
go alone. 

THE Second who appeared, came limping intotlie 
Court : And fetdng forth in his Petition many Pretences 
for the Ufe of a Cane, I caufed them to be examined 
one by one ; but finding him in different Stories, and con- 
fronting him with feveral Witneiles who had feen him 
walk upright, I ordered Mr. Lillie to take in his Cane^ 
and rejeded his Petition as frivolous.

'^e Shafcs of the fineft Eyes lofe their Force before they 
can come at you ; you can't diftinguifh a Toaff from an 
Orange Wench ; you can fee a whole Circle of Beauty 
without any Interruptioti from an impertinent Face to dif- 
compofe you.^ Id fliort, what are Snares for others— 
My Petitioner' would hear no more, but told me very fe- 
rioufly, Mr. Bichrftaff^ you quite miflake your Man ; it 
is the Joy, the Pleafure, the Employment of my Lifc^ 
to frequent publick AiTemblies, and gaze upon the Fair. 

' In a Word, I found his Ufe of a Glafs was occafioned

Befides, the giving 
to uncommon Habits of this Nature, is a Want of that 
unble Deference which is due to Mankind, and (what 
word of all) the certain Indication of fome fccret Flaw 
the Mind of the Perfon that commits them. When I 
as a young Man, I remember a Gentleman of great 
itegrity and Worth was very remarkable for wearing a 
oad Belt, and a Hanger inftead of a faOiionable Sword, 
o* in all other Pointa^ a very well-bred Man. I fuf* 
\€ted him at firR Sight to have fomething wrong in him. 
It' was not al^le for a long while to difcover any colla* 
rail Proofs of it, I watched him narrowly for fix and 
illy Years, when at laft, to the Surprize of every Body 
it'lnyfelf, who had long expeded to fee the Folly break 
It, he married his own Cook Maid.

prize, and told us. That as he was digging a Grave in 
the Qiancel, a little Blow of his Pickax opened a decayed 
Coffin, in which there were Several written Papen. Our 
Curiofity was immediately raifed, fo that we went to the 
Place where the Sexton had been at work» and found a 
great Concoorfe of People about the Grave. Among 
the red there was an old Woman, who told us, the Per- 
fon buried there was a Lady whofe Name I do not think 
£t to mention, though there is nothing in the Story but 
what tends very much to her Honour. This Lady lived 
feveral Years an exemplary Pattern of Conjugal Love^ 
and dying Toon after her Hufband, who every Way an- 
fwcred her Charadler in Virtue and Affedlion, made k 
her Death -Bed Requeft, that all the Letters which fhe 
had received from him both before and after her Mar- 
riage, fhould be buried in the Coffin with her. Thefe 
I found upon Examination were the Papers before us. 
Several of them had fuffered fo much by Time, that I 
could only pick out a few Words; as my Soul! Lillics! 
Kofes ! Dearell Angel ! and the like. One of thei9 
(which was legible throughont) ran thus :

I T filled the whole Company witli a deep Melancholy, 
to compare the Defcription of the Letter with the PeN 
fon that occafioned it, who was now reduced to a few 
crumbling Bones and a little mouldring Heap of Earth. 
With much ado I decyphered another Letter, which be- 
gan with, My dear, dear Wife, This- gave roc a Cu- 
riofity to fee how the Style of one written in Marriage 
differed from one wriucn ki Covirtftiip. To my Surprize, 
"* ^ucd the Fondnefs i^Alkitt ^ja^xBLCox^^ ^Jsi-MxV^^d, 
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though the Panegyrick turned upon a cJiiFerent Accom- 
at.. The Words were as follow :

IT happened that the Daughter of thefe two excel- 
lent Perfo'ns was by when I was reading this Letter.

As I had heard a great Chaiadler of her 
Virtue^ and obferved in her this Inilance of Filial Piety, 
I could not refill my natural Inclination of giving Ad- 
vice to young People, and therefore addreffed my fclf to 
her: Young Lady (faid I) you fee how (hort is the Pof- 
feflion of that Beauty, in which Nature has been (o 
liberal to you. You find the melancholy Sight before ycu 
is a Contradidion to the firft Letter that you heard on that 
Sufajefi ; whereas you may obfervc, the fecond Letter, 
which celebrates your Mother's Conftancy, is itfelf, be- 
ing found in. this Place, an Argument of it But, Ma- 
dam, I ought to caution you, not to think the Bodies 
that lie before you, your Father and your Mother. Know 
their Conftancy is rewarded by a nobler Union than by 
this mingling of their Afties, in a State where there is to 
Danger or Pofiibility of a iecond Separation.

You are afraid to expofe Bonifacey who has abufed your 
poor Wife, and would fain pcrfwade me ftdl to fufFcr 
the Stings of Confcience^ but I aiTure you. Sirrah, I 
won't go to the Devil for you. Poor WilL was not made 
for Contention, and befeeching her to be padfied, de- 
fired ihe would confult the Good of her Soul her ovwi 
Way, for he would not fay her nay in any Thing. 

Mrs. ROSIN was fo very loud and publick in her 
Inve6lives againft Boniface, that the Parents of his Mi- 
llrefs forbad the Banns, and his Match was prevented ;

THERE are quite different Sentiments which reign 
in the Parlour and. the Kitchen ; and it is by the Point 
of Honour, when juftly regulated, and inviolably obfer- 
ved, that fome Men are fuperior to others, as much as 
Mankind in general are to brutes.

ALL this Time I was looking over my Receipts, and

Boots, Sir, iaid my Patient 1 went on; You may 

eaiily reach Harwich in a Day, fo as to be there when 
the Packet goes off. Sir, (faid the Lover) I find yon 
defign me for Travelling; but alas! I have no Ian- 
guage, it will be the fame I'hing to me as Solitude, to 
be in a ftrange Country. I' have (continued he, figh-. 
ing) been many Years in Love with this Creature, and 
have almoft loft even my Evglifi?^ at leaft to ^'^tAk. S^^^^ 
as any Bod/ eUe does. 1 a{k«& «^T«tA»x t& ^iNix»> n<\«» 
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came up to Town the other Day with Rent, Whether 
the flowry Mead near my Father's Hoafe in the Coun- 
try, had any Shepherd in it ? I have called a Cave a 
Grotto thcfe three Years, and muft keep ordinary Com- 
pany, and frequent bufy People for fome Time, before 
1 can recover my common Words. I fmiled at his Rai- 
lery upon himfelf, tho' I well faw it came from an heavy 
Heart. You are ((aid I) acquainted to be fure with fome 
of rhe General OiHcers: Suppofe you made a Campaign? 
If I did, [faid he) I fhould venture more than any Man 
there, for I fhould be in Danger of Starving ; my Father 
is fucb an untoward old Gentleman, that he would tell 
me he found it hard enough to pay his Taxes towards 
the War, without making it more expenfivc by an Al- 
lowance to me.

very. It has been of Benefit to fome to apply them- 
fdves to Bufinefs, but as that may not lie in your Way;

and Ditch in the Country. Thefe are wholefome Re- 
medies ; but if you can have Refolution enough, rather 
ftay in Town, and recover yourfelf even in the Town 
where (he inhabits. Take particular Care to avoid all 
Places where you may poffibly meet her, and ihun the 
Sight of every Thing which may bring her to your 
Remembrance; there is an Infedion in all tl:|^t relates to 
her: You'll find, her Houfe, her Chariot, her Dome- 
ilicks, and her very Lap- Dog, are fo many Inflruments 
of Torment. Tell me feriouily. Do you think you 
could bear the Sight of her Fan ?

He did not think it was 
poffible for a Man to live to the Age I am now of, who 
in his thirtieth Year had been tortured with that Paffion 
in its Violence. For my Part, (faid he) I can neither 
eat, drink, nor deep in it ; nor keep Company with any 
Body, but two or three Friends wiioare in the fame Con« 
dition. 

THERE (anfwered I) you are to blame ; for as you 
ought to avoid nothing more than keeping Company 4vith 
yourfelf, fo you ought to be particularly cautious of keep- 
ing Company with Men like yourfelf As long as you 
do this, you do but indulge your Diftemper. 

I muft not difmiis you n'ithout further Inftruflions. 
If poffible, transfer your Pafiion from the Woman you

Repeat 
this every Efey foi^ a Mttnth fucceffively, and let me fee 
yott at the End of it. He was taking his Leave, with 
many Thanks, and fome A|qpearance of Confolation in 
his Countenance, when I called him back to acquaint hira.

IT is not to be imagined, how great an Effe£l wcll- 
difpofcd Lights, with proper Forms and Orders in 
Affcmblies. have upon ibme Tempers. 1 ^xc^ ^va^ V 
feel it in to extraordinary aM%Mi«f> )JtA\ ^jmsbrx '^^ 
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Day or t^'O get out of my Imagination any very beauti- 
ful or difagreeable Impreflion which I receive od fuch 
Occafions. For this Reafon I frequently look in at the 
Play-houfe, in order to enlarge my Thoughts^ and warm 
my Mind with fome new Idea's, that may be ferviceable 
to me in my Lucubrations. 

I N this Difpofition I entered the Theatre the other 
Day, and placed myfelf in a Comer of it, very conve- 
nient for feeing, without being myfelf obferved. I 
found the Audience hufhed in a very deep Attention, 
and did not queflion but fome noble Tragedy was juft 
then in its Crifis, or that an Incident was to be unra- 
velled which would determine the Fate of an Hero. 
While T was in this Sufpence, expelling every Moment 
to fee my old Friend Mr. Betterton appear in all the Ma- 
jefly of Diflrefs, to my unfpeakable Amazement, there 
came up a Monfler with a Face between his Feet ; and 
as I was looking on, he raifed himfelf on one Leg in 
fuch a perpendicular Poflure, that the other grew in a 
direft Line above his Head. It afterwards twitted itfcif 
into the Motions and Wreathings of feveral diiferent A- 
nimals, and after great Variety of Shapes and Transfor- 
mations went off the Stage in the Figure of an human 
Creature. The Admiration, the Applaaie, the Satisfac- 
tion of the Au»lieuce, during this ftrange Entertainment, 
is not to be expreffed. I was very much out of Counte- 
nance for my dear Countrymen, and looked about with 
fome Apprehenfion, for fear any Foreigner fhould be 
prefent. Is it poHible (thought 1) that human Na- 
ture can rejoice in its Difgrace, and take Pleafure in 
feeing its own Figure turned to Ridicule, and dillorted 
into Forms that raife Horror and Averfion ? There is 
fomething difingenuous and immoral in the Being able 
to bear fuch a Sight. Men of elegant and noble Minds, 
are fhocked at the feeing Chara6lers of Perfons who de- 
ferve Eftcem for their Virtue, Knowledge, or Services 
to their Country, placed in wrong Lights, and by Mif- 
re prefent at ion made the Subjedl of Buffoonery. Such a 
nice Abhorrence is not indeed to be found among the 
Vulgar; but methinks it is wonderful, that thofe, who 
Jiave notliing but the outward Figure to diilinguifh them 

as 
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as Men, (hould delight in feeing it abufed, vilified and 
difgraced. 

I M U S T confefs, there is nothing that more pleafes 
xne, in all that I read in Books, or fee among Mankind, 
than fuch Paiges as reprefent human Nature in its 
proper Dignity. As Man is a Creature made up of dif- 
ferent Extremes, he has fpmething in him very great 
and very mean : A (kilful Artift may draw an excellent 
Pidlure of him in either of thefe Views. The fineft 
Authors of Antiquity have taken him on the more ad- 
vantageous Side. They cultivate the natural Grandeur 
of the Soul, raife in her a generous Ambition, feed her 
with Hopes of Immortality and Ferfedtion, and do all 
they can to widen the Partition betiveen the Virtuous 
and the Vicious, by making the Difference betwixt 
them as great as between Gods and Brutes. In (hort, it 
is impoflible to read a Page in P/flto^ ^tt^fy, and a thou-- 
fand other antient Moral ills, without being a greater 
and a bettet Man for it. On the contrary, 1 could never 
read any of our modiih French Authors, or thofc of our 
own Country, who are the Imitators and Admirers of 
that trifling Nation, without being for Tome Time out of 
Humour with myfelf, and at every Thing about me. 
Their Bufineis is, to depreciate human Nature, and con-' 
iider it under \W worft Appearances. They give mean 
Interpretations and bafe Motives to the worthieft Ac-= 
tions : They refolve Virtue and Vice into Conftitution. 
In (hort, they endeavour to make no Diftindion between 
Man and Man, or between the Species of Men and that 
of Brutes. As an Inftance of thi5 kind of Authors, 
among many others, let any one examine the celebrated 
Rochefaucault , who is the great Philofopher for admini- 
firing of Confolation to the Idle, the Envious, and worth- 
lefs Part of Mankind. 

I remember a young Gentleman of moderate Under- 
fbmding, but great Vivacity, who by dipping into many 
Authors of this Nature, had got a little Smattering of 
Knowledge, juft enough to make an Atheift or a Free- 
thinker, but not a Philofopher or a Man of Senfe. With 
thefe Accompliihments, he went to viiit his Father in the 
Country, who was a plain, roa%K VtfK«!^\^«sv, -^^ 
wife, ^o' not learned. Tht Soii> Vi\tf> vwJ«l '^^^^'^^^V^ 
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BUT there is nothing which favours and falls in with 
this natural Greatnefs and Diffdty of humane Nature fo 
much as Religion, which does not only promif^ the en- 
tire Refinement of the Mind, but the glerifying of the 
Body, and the Immortality of both.

The Lady did 
me the Honour to confult me on fome particular Mat- 
ters, which I am not at Liberty to report. But before 
(he took her Leave, (he produced a long Lill of Names, 
which (he looked upon to know whither (he was to go 
next. I mud confefs, I could hardly forbear difcovering 
to her immediately, that I fecretly laughed at the ^ntadi- 
cal Regularity (he obferved in throwing away her Time ; 
but I feemed to indulge her in it, out of a Curio(ity to 
hear her own Senfe of her Way of Life.

Yes, Sir, (faid (he) I have feveralnow wiih whom I 
keep a conftant Correfpondence, and return Vifit for Vi(it 
pundually every Week, and yet we have not fejen each 
other (ince laft November was Twelvemonth. 

SHE went on with a very good Air, and (ixing her 
Eyes on her Lift, told me, (he was obliged to ride about 
three Miles and an Half before (he arrived at her own 
Houfe^ I a(ked after what Manner this Lift was taken, 
whether the Perfons writ their Names to her, and defired 
that Favour, or how (he knew (he was not cheated in 
her Mufter Roll? The Method we take (fays (he) is. 
That the Porter or Servant who comes to the Door, 
writes down all the Names who come to fee us, and all 
fuch are intitled to a Return of their Vifit. But, faid I, 
Madam, I prefume thofe who arc feard\vw^ fcx ^-^^iok. 
other, and know one another b^ MVtS^.«^t^^ tsw^ Na^ ^k^

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thtt after fo mtny Howdee^s, you proceed to vifit or act, 
•s you like the Ran of eadi other's Reputation or For- 
tune. You underhand it aright, iaid £be ; and we bci^ 
come Friends, as foon as we are convinced that oar 
JDiilike to each other may be of any Confequence : For 
to tdl you truly, faid (he, (for it is in vain to hide any 
Thing from a Man of your Penetration) general Vifits 
are not made out of Good- will, but for fear of 111- will: 
Pundluality in this Cafe is often a fufpicious Circumfiancej 
and there is nothing fo common as to have a Lady fiiy, I 
hope (he has heard nothing of what I iaid of her, d^t 
Ihe grows fo great with me. But ind^ my Porter is b 
dull and negligent, that I fear he has not pat down Half 
the People [ owe Vifits to. Madam, kad I, snethinks 
it would be very proper if your Gentleman-Ufiier or 
Groom of the Chamber were always to. keep an Account 
by Way of Debtor and Creditor. I know a City Lady 
who ufes that Method, whiph I think very laudable; 
for though you may poffibly at the Court End of the 
Town receive at the Door, and bght up better than 
wthin Temp/nBar, yet I muft do that Juftice to my 
Friends the Ladies within the Walls, to own, that they 
are much more exad in their Correfpondence. I'he 
Lady I was going to mention as an Example, ' has always 
the fecond Prentice out of the Counting houfe for her 
own Ufa on her Vifiting-Day, and he fets down very 
methodically all the Vifits which are made her. I remem- 
ber very well, that on the firft of January laft, when (he 
made up her Account for the Year 1708^ it ftood thu^:

THIS Gentlewoman is a Woman of great OEco- 
nomy, and was not alxaid to ^ to ^^vt'^xxjMDa. of her 
AJSkin; and thcrcfoxc oi4w^ Va^ KYS«».\hMi Na ^^ 
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Jhcr Credit for my Lady Eaff^ impertinent Vifits upon 
wroBg Days, aad dedudl cmly Twelve per Cent, He 
Jiad Orders alfo to fubilraft One and an Half from the 
ivhole of fuch as (he had denied herfelf to before (he 
kept « Day ; and after taking thofe proper Articles of 
Credit ^m her Side, (he was in Arrear bat five hundred. 
She ordered her Hufband to buy in a Coi^ple of frefh 
Coadi-iMorfes ; and wieh no other Lofs, than the Death 
>«f two Footmen, and a Church yard Cough brought 
upon her Coachman, (he was clear in the World on the 
lOth of February laft, and keeps fo before hand, that fhe 
qpays every'Body their own, and yet makes daily nev^ 
. Acquaintances. I know not whether this agreeable Vifl- 
tant'Was fired with the Example of the I.ady I told her 
t>f, bat (he immediately vantfhed out of my Sight, it be- 
ing. It feems, as neceflary a Poiat of Good- Breeding, to 
go off as if you flole fomething out of the Houfe, as it 
is to enter as if you came to fire it. I do not know one 
Thing that contributes fo much to the lefTening the 
•Efteem Men of Senfe have to the Fair Sex, as this Ar- 
ticle of Vifits. A young I^ady cannot be married, but 
all the Iropertinents in Town muil be beating the fattoo 
from one Quarter of the Town to the other, to fhew 
they know what paffes. If a Man of Honour (hould 
once in an Age marry a Woman of Merit for her in- 
^trioiick Value, the envious Things are all in Motion in 
an Inftant to make it known to the Sifterhood as an In- 
difcretion, and publifh to the Town how many Pounds 
he might have had to have been troubled with one of 
them. After they are tired with that, the next Thing 
is, to make their Compliments to the married Couple and 
their Relations. They are equally bufy at a Funeral, 
and the Death of a Perfon of Quality is always attended 
with the Murder of feveral Sets of Coach Horfes and 
Chairmen. In both Cafes, the Vifitants are wholly un- 
afFeded, either with Joy or Sorrow. For which Reafon, 
their Congratulations and Condoleances are equally 
Words of Courfe ; and one would be thought wonder- 
fully ill bred, that fhould build upon fuch ExprefTions 
as Encouragements to expert from them au^ lt)&^<^'^ ^^ 
f ricndfliip. 
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THUS are the true Canfes of Living, and the folid 
Pleafure^ in Life, loft in Shew, Impoftiure, and Imperti- 
nence. As for my rart, I think moft of the Misfortunes 
in Families arife from the trifling Way the Women 
have in fpcnding their Time, and gratifying only their 
Eyes and Ears, inftead of their Reafon wad Undo^and- 
ing. 

A F I N E young Woman, bred under a Vifiting Mo- 
ther, knows ail that is poflible for her to be acquainted 
with by Report, and fees the Virtuous and the Vidoos 
ufed fo indifl^erently, that the Fears (he is bom with are 
abated, and Defires indulged, in Proportion to her Love 
of that lioht and trifling ConverfatU)n. I know I talk 
like an old Man ; but I muft go on to fay, that I think 
the general Reception of mixed Company, and the pretty 
Fellows that are admitted at thofe Aflemblies, give a 
young Woman fo falfe an Idea of Life, that (he is ge- 
nerally bred up with a Scorn of that Sort of Merit in a 
Man, which only can make her happy in Marriage; and 
the Wretch, to whofe Lot (he falls, very often . receives 
in his Arms a Coquet, with the Refufe of an Heart long 
before given away to a Coxcomb.

AS foon as I had placed myfelf in my Chair of Ja- 
dicature, I ordered ray Clerk, Mr. I/Z/rV, to read 
to the Affembly (who were gathered together according 
to Notice) a certain Declaration, by Way of Charge, 
to open the Purpofe of my- Seffion, which tended only 
to this Explanation, that as other Courts were often call- 
ed to demand the Execution of Perfons dead in Law ; fo 
this was held to give the laft Orders relating to thofe 
who are dead in Reafon. The Solicitor of the New- 
Company of Upholders near the Hay-Market appeared 
in Behalf of that ufeful Society, and brought in an Ac- 
cufation of a young Woman, who herfelf flood at the 
Bar before me. Mr. Ltllie read her Indidlment, which 
was in Subftance, That whereas Mrs. Rebecca Finduft^ 
of the Parifli of St. Martin in the Fields^ had by ihe 
Ufe of one Inftrument called a Looking- glafs, and by 
the further Ufe of certain Attire,, made either of Cam- 
brick, Muflin or other Linen Wares, upon her Head, 
attained to fuch an evil Art and Magical Force in the 
Motion of her Eyes and Turn of her Countenance, that * 
ihe the faid Rebeera had put to Death feveral young 
Men of the faid Parifh ; and that the faid young Men 
had acknowledged in certaiia Papers, commonly caDed 
Love- Letters, (which were produced in Court, gilded 
on the Edges, and fcaled with a pattlcoJyM "^ ^3^> v^\>5a. 
Vol. IL P <yytx»isk 
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certain amorous and inchanting Words wrought upon the 
faid Seals) that they died for the faid Rebecca: Ard 
^ hereas tht faid Rebecca perfifted in the faid evil Prac- 
tice ; this Way of Life the faid Society confimed to bc^ 
according to former Edidls, a State of Death, and de- 
manded an Order for the Interment of the faid Rebecca, 

I looked upon the Maid with great Humanity, apd 
defired her to make Anfwer to what was faid againft 
her. She faid. It was indeed true, that fhe had prac- 
tifed all the Arts and Means fhe could to difpofe of her 
fcif happily in Marriage, but thought fhe did not come 
under the Cenfure expreffed in my Writings for the fame; 
and humbly hoped, 1 would not condemn her for the Ig- 
norance of her Accufers, who^ according to their own 
Words, had rather reprefented her killing, than dead. 
She further alledgcd. That the Expreffions mentioned 
in the Papers written to her, were become mere Wordsi 
and that ihe had been always ready to marry any of 
thofe who faid they died for her; but that they made 
their Efcape as foon as they found themfelves pitied or 
believed. She ended her Difcourfe, by defiring J would 
for the future fettle the Meaning of the Words, 7 i>/>, 
in Letters of Love. 

Mrs. Finduft behaved herfelf with , fuch an Air 0/ 
Innocence, that (he eafily gained Credit, and was ac- 
quitted. Upon which Occafion I gave it as ^ Handing . 
Rule, That any Perfon, who in any Letter, Billet, or 
Difcourfe, (hould tell a Woman he dy'd for her, fhould, 
if fhe pleafed, be obliged to live with her, or be imme- 
diately interred upon fuch their own Confefiion, without 
Bail or Mainprize. 

I T happened, that the very next who was brought 
before me was one of her Admirers, who was indided 
upon that very Head. A Letter which he acknowledged 
to be his own Hand was read, in which were the fol- 
lowing Words, Cruel Creature^ I die for you. It was 
obfcrvable that he took SnufF all the Time his Accufa- 
tion was reading. I aiked him, how he came to ufe 
thefe Words, if he were not a dead Man ? He told roe, 
he was in Love with the Lady, and did not Jcnow 
zny other Way of leWln^ Vi« fo ; and that all his Ac^ 
juaintan^e took lUe {axasMtvVo^* TW\>«^^ taaved 
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with Compaffion towards him by reafon of the Wcaknefs 
of his P?rts, yet for Example fake I was forced to sn- 
fwer. Your Sentence (hall be a Warning to all the reft 
of your Companions, not to tell Lies for want of Wit, 
Upon this he began to beat his Snuff box with a very 
iawcy Air; and opening it again, Faith, Ifaac^ faid he, 

thou art a very unaccountable old Fellow" Prithee» 

who gave thee Power of Life and Death? What a- Pox 
}iaft thou to do with Ladies and LoVers ? I fuppofc thou 
would'ft have a Man be in Company with his Miftrefs, 
and fay nothing to her. Doft thou call breaking a Jeft, 
telling a Lie ? Ha ! Is that thy Wifdom, old Stifirurap, 
ha ? He was going on with this infipid Common place 
Mirth, fometimes opening his Box, fometimes (hutting 
it, then viewing the Pifture on the Lid, and then the 
Workmanfiiip of the Hinge, when in the midft of his 
Eloquence I ordered his Box to be taken from him ; 
«pon which he was immediately ftruck fpeeclilefs, and 
carried off (lone dead. 

THE next who appeared vyas a hale old Fellow of 
Sixty. He was brought in by his Relations, who de- 
fired Leave to bury him. Upon requiring a diftinft Ac- 
count- of the Prifoner, a credible Witnefs depofed. That 
he alway:' rofe at Ten of the Clock, played wit)i his 
Cat till Twelve, fmoalred Tobacco till One, was at Din- 
ner till Two, then took another Pipe, played at Back- 
gammon till Six, talked t)f one Madam Trances ,. an old 
Millrefs of his, till Eight, repeated the fame Account at 
the Tavern till Ten, then returned Home, took t'other 
Pipe, and then to Bed. I a(ked him. What he had 
to fay for himfelf ? As to what (faid he) they mention 
concerning Madam Frances '^ 1 did not care for hear- 
ing a Canterbury Tale, and therefore thought myfelf 
feafonably interrupted by a young Gentleman, who ap- 
peared in the Behalf of the old Man, and pra}ed an 
Arreft of Judgment; for that he the faid young Man 
held certain Lands by his the faid old Man's Life. Up- 
on this, the Solicitor of the Upholders took an Occafion 
to demand him alfo, and thereupon produced feveral E- 
Vidences that witnelTed to his Life and ConveiC^U'^'^. \x. 
appeared. That each of them divided xWvc W^^mx^ 'v«v 
Matters of equal Moment and lm]poi\.axtf;fe ^^^"^^^^^^^x 
Pa 
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and to the Pablick. They roTe at the fame Hoar:- 
While the old Man was playing with his Cat, the young 
one was looking out of his Window ; while the old Man 
was fmoaking his Pipe, the young Man was rubbing hb 
Teeth ; while one was at Dinner, the ^ther was dreffing ; 
while one was at Backgammon^ the other was at Dinner; 
while the old Fello^ was talking of Madam Frances^ the 
young one was either at Play, or toafling Women whom 
he never con verfcd with. The only Difference was. That 
the young Man had never been good for any thing ; the 
old Man, a Man of worth before he knew Madam Fran- 
ces, Upon the whole, 1 order*d them to be both intened 
together, with Infcriptions proper to their Charaflers, 
fignifying, That the old Man died in the Year 1689, ^ 
was buried in the Year 1709. And over the young one 
it was fuiJ, 1 hat he departed thfs World in the 25th Year 
cf his Death. 

T H E next Clafs of Crfmipals were Authors in 
Profe and Vcrfe. Thofe of them who had produced any 
ftill born W^rk, were immediately difmifled to their Bu- 
rial, and were followed by others, who notwichflandiog 
fome fprightly liTue in their Life time, had given Proofs 
of their Death by fome Poflhumous Children, that bore 
no Refemblance to their elder Brethren. As for thofc 
who were the Fathers of a mixed Progeny, provided 
always they could prove the kfl to be a live Child, they 
cfcapcd with Life, but not without Lofs of Limbs ; for 
i-n this Cafe, I was fatisfied with Amputation of the Parts 
which were mortified. 

THESE were followed by a great Crowd of fupcr- 
annuated Benchers of the Inns of Court, Senior Fdlows 
of Colleges, and defund Statefmen ; all whom I ordered 
to be decimated indifferently, allowing the reft a Reprieve 
for one Year, with a Promife of a free Pardon in Cafe of 
Refufcitation. 

THERE were ftill great Multitudes ig be examined, 
but finding it very late, I adjourned the Court ; not with- 
out the fecret Pleafure that I had done my Duty, and 
furiiiihed out an handfome Execution. 

GOING out of the Court, I received a Letter, ili-

it ; as was roanifcil by a particular Swelling in ths Pet- 
ticoats of feveral Ladies in and about this great City. 
J nftuft confefs, I do not attribute the Rifing of this Fart 
of the Drefs to this Occafion, yet muft own, that I am 
very much difpofed to be offended with fuch a new and 
unaccountable Faftuon. I (hall however pronounce no- 
thing upon it, till I have exaqiined aU that can be faid for 
and againll it. And in the mean Time, think fit to give 
this Notice to the fair Ladies who are now making up 
their Winter Suits, that they may abftain from all DrefTes 
of that Kind, till they (hall find what Judgment will be 
paffed upon them; for it would very much trouble me, 
that they fhould put therofelves to an unnecefifary Expence ; 
and I CO aid not but think myfelf to blame, if I fhould 
hereafter forbid thtm the Wearing of fuch Garment, 
when they have laid oat Money upon them, withoujt 
having given them any previous Admonition.

THE Watchman, who does roe particular Ho- 
noursy as being the chief Man in the Lane, gave 
fo very great a Thump at my Door laft Nighty t&it I 
awaken'd at the Knock, and heaxd m^lf\l ^q^k^vg^k.^* 
led with the ufual Salutation of.

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kcrftaff, Gocd Morrciv my Mafters alL The Silence 
and Darknefs of the Night difpofed me to be more 
than ordinarily ferious ; and as m/ Attention was not 
drawn O'lt among exterior Objefls, by the Avocations of 
Senfe, my 7 houghts naturally fell upon myfelf. I was 
confidering, amidil the Stillnefs ef the Night, What was 
the proper Employment of a Thinking Being ? What 
i*ere the Teifedions it fhould propofe to itftif? And, 
What the End it {hould aim at? My Mind is of fucha 
particular Cail, that the Falling of a Shower of Rain, or 
the Whillling of Wind, at fuch a Time, is apt to fill 
my Thoughts with fomething awful and folemn. I was 
in this DifpofitioD, when our Bellman began his Mid- 
night Hon.ily (which he has been repeating to us every 
Wmter- Night for thefe twenty Years) with the nifual 
itxordium. 

Oh ! mortal Maff, tbcu that art horn in Sin ! 
Sentiments of this Nature, which are in themfelves 
juft and reafonable, however debafed by the Circumftan- 
ces that accompany them, do not fail to produce their 
natural Effecl in a Mind that is not perverted and de- 
praved by wrong Notions of Gallantry, Politenefs and 
Ridicule. The I'emper which I now found myfelf in, 
as well as the Time of the Year, put me in Mind of 
ihofe Lines in Sbakcfpear, wherein, according to his 
agreeable Wildnefs* of Imagination, he has wrought a 
Country Tradition into a beautiful Piece of Poetry. In 
the Ti:agedy of Hamlet^ where the Ghoft vanifhes upon 
the- Cock's Crowing, he takes Occafion to mention its 
Crowing all Hours of the Night about Chrifimas Time, 
and to iniinuaie a kind of religious Veneration for that 
Seafon. 

// faded on tht Crcnxing of the Cjcki

jy herein cur Sa'viouri Birth is celrbratidy 
*[he Bird af Damning fingeth all Night long ; 
And then y fay they, no Spirit dares nxjalk abroad:

No Fairy takes, no Witch has Pon^jer to charm ; 
So iaJhwedj, and Jo gracious is tfce Time. 
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THIS admit^blc Author, as well as the beft and 
greateft Men of all Ages, and of all Nations, feems to 
have had his Mind throughly feafoned with Religion, as 
IS evident by many Paffages in his Plays, that would not 
Jbe fufFered by a modern Audience; and are therefore 
certain Inftances, that the Age he Hvcd in had a much 
'greater Senfe of Virtue than the prefent. 

1 T is indeed a melancholy Refle6^ion to confider. 
That the Britijh Nation, which is now at a greater Height 
of Glory for its Councils and Conquefts, than it ever 
was before, (hould diflinguiOi itfelf by a certain Loofe- 
nefs of Principles, and a Falling off from thofe Schemes 
of Thinking, which conduce to the Happinefs and PeF- 
feftion of human Nature. This Evil comes upon us 
firom the Works of a few folemn Blockheads, that meet 
together with the Zeal and Scrioufnefs of Apoftles, to 
extirpate common Senfe, and propagate Infidelity. Thefe 
are Wretches, who, without any Show of Wir, Learn- 
ing, or Reafon, publifh their crude Conceptions with, an 
Ambition of appearing more wife than the reft of Man- 
kind, upon no other Pretence, than that of diffenting from 
them. One gets by Heart a Catalogue of Title Pages and 
Editions; and immediately to become confpicuous, de- 
clares that he is an Unbeliever. Another knows how to 
write a Receipt, or cut up a Dog, and forthwith argues 
againft the Immortality of the Soul. I have known many 
a little Wit, in the Oftentation of his Parts, rally the 
Truth of the Scripture, who was not able to read a Cliap- 
ter in it. Thefe poor Wretches talk Blafphemy for want 
of Difcourfe, and are rather the Objefts of Scorn or Pity^ 
than of our Indignation ; but the grave Difputai^t, that 
reads and writes, and fpends all his Time in convincing 
himfelf and the World, that he is no better than a Brute, 
ought to be whipped out of a Government, as a Blot to 
a civil Society, and a Defamer of Mankind. I love to 
confider an Infidel, whether diftinguiih'd by the Title of 
Deift, Atheift, or Tree- Thinker, in three different Lights, 
in his Solitudes, his Afflidlions, and his laft Moments. 

A wife Man that jives up to the Principles of Reafon 
and Virtue, if one confiders him in his Solitude, *& ^v- 
king in the Syftem of the Uxviverfc, ^teVMx^ ^^ \sN>i?^ 
t\}d Depchdenos and Harmoixy, .Vi^ vftCv^ ^^ ^^

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Frame of it hangs together, beating down his Paffions, 
or fweUing his Thoughts with magnificent Ideas of Pro- 
vidence, makes a nobler Figure in the F.ye of an intelli- 
gent Being;, than the greateft Conqueror ^amidft all the 
Pomps and Solemnities of a Triumph. On the contrary, 
there is not a more ridiculous Animal than an ^theift in 
his Retirement. His Mind is incapable of Rapture or 
Elevation : He can only conilder himfelf as an initgnili- 
cant Figure in a Landfkip, and wandripg up and down in 
a Field or a Meadow, under the fame Terms as the mean- 
ell. Animals about him, and as fubje£t to as total a Mor- 
tallcy as they, with this Aggravation, That he is the only 
one amongfl 'em, who lies under the Apprehenflon^of it. 
I N Difh-eiTes, he mud be of all CreatuTes the moft 
helplefs and forlorn ; he feels the whole Preflore of a pre- 
fent Calamity, without being relieved by the Memory of 
any Thing that is pad, or the Profpedt of any Thing that 
is to come. Annihilation is the greateft Bleffing that h» 
propofes to himfelf^ and an Halter or a Piftol the only Re- 
fuge he can fly to. But if yoa would behold one of thofe 
gloomy Mifcreants in his pooreft Figure, you muft confi- 
der him under the Terrors, or at the Approach of Death. 
A B O U T tiiirty Years ago 1 wa« a Shipboard with 
one of thefe Vermin, when there arofe a briik Gale, 
which could frighten no Body but himfelf. Upon the 
Rowling of the Ship he fell upon his Knees, and con- 
frfTed to the Chaplain, that he had been a vile Atheift, 
and had denied a fupreme Being ever iince he came 
to his Ellate. The good Man was aftonifhed, and a Re- 
port immediately ran through the Ship, That there was 
an Atheifl .upon the Upper- Deck. Several of thecoma 
won Seamen, who had never heard the Word before, 
thought it had been fome iirange Fifh ; but they were 
more furprized when they faw it was a Man, and heard 
out of his own Mouth, That he never believed till that 
Day that there was a God. As he lay in the Agonies of 
^Confeffion, one of the honeft Tars whifpered to the Boac- 
fwain. That it would be a good Deed to heave him 
over Board. But we were now within Sight of Port, 
when of a fudden the Wind fell, and the Penitent relap- 
fed, begging all of us t\\ax vjeie ^\e^«i\^ ^ we were Gen- 
ilemeD, not to fay any TVun^oS nn^'^xV^^'^'^- 
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H E had not been aChorc above two Days, when one 
of the Company began to rally him upon his Devotion 
on Shipboard, which the other denied in fo high Terms, 
that it produced the Lie on both Sides, and ended in a 
Duel. The Athcift was run through the Body, and. af- 
ter fome Lofs of Blood, became as good a Chriftian as 
he was at Sea, till he found that his Wound was not 
mortal. He is at prcfent one of the Free-Thinkers of 
the Age, and now writing a Pamphlet againft feveral 
received Opinions concerning the Exigence of Fairies. 

A S I have taken upon me to cenfure the Faults of 
the Age and Country which I live in, I (hould have 
thought myfelf incxcufable to have pafled over this cry- 
ing one,, which is the Snbjeft of my prcfent Difcourfe, 
I &all therefore from Time to Time give my Country- 
men particular. Cautions againft this Diilemper of the 
Mind, that is almoil become falhionable, and by that 
Means mere likely to fpread. I have fomewhere either 
read or heard a very memorable Sentence, That a Man 
would be a mod infupportable Monfler, ihouk) he hav^ 
the Faults tl^at are incident to his Years, Conilitution, 
Profeflion, Family, Religion, Age, and Country ; and 
yet tvtry Man is in Danger of them all. For this Rea- 
fon, as I am an old Man, I take particular Care taavpid 
being Covetous, and telling long Stories : As I am chelc- 
rick, I forbear not only Swearing, but all IntcrjeAions of 
Fretting, as Pugh ! or Pifti I and the like. As I am a 
Lay-man, I refolve not to conceive an Averfion for a 
Wife and a good Man, becaufe his Coat is of a different 
Colour from mrae; As I am. defcended of the antient 
Family of the Bicker fi'affsy I never call a Man of Merit 
an Upjiart, As a Protcftant, I do not fuffer my Zeal fo 
far to tranfport me, as to name the Pope and the Devil 
together. As I am fallen into this degenerate Agty I 
guard myfelf particularly againft the Folly I have been 
now fpeaking of. And as I am an EngUjkman^ I am 
very cautious not to hate a Stranger, or defpife a poor 
Palatine.

THE beft Critick that ever wrote, fpeaking of 
feme Paflages in Homer which appear extravagant or^ 
frivolous, ^y$ indeed, that they are Dreams, but the 
Dreams of Jupiter, My Friend's Letter appears to mc 
in the fame Light. One fees him in an idle. Ro^va % Vs^nj^^ 
ijemefame Time in the \d\eVlo\ax oi ^^\l^\^^^« ^ 
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<3ing, that is not capable of giving itfelf fuch little Rdaxa- j 
tious, and of condefcending to ihcfe agreeable Ways of ' 
trifling. Tuliy, when he celebrates the Friendfhip of Sci- 
fio and L/e/ius, who were the greateft as well as the poli- 
tefl Men of their Age, reprefents it as a beautiful Pa^ge 
in their Retirement, that they ufed to gather up Shells on 
the Sca-fhore, and amufe themfelves with the Variety of 
Shape and Colour, which they met with in thofe little 
unregarded Works of Nature. The great Agtfilaus coold 
be a Companion to his own Children, and was furprifed 
by the AmbaiTadors of Sparta as he was riding among 
them upon an Hobby Horfe. Augpjius mdepd had no 
Play-Fellows of his own begetting; but is faid to have 
poiTed many of his Hours with little Moorijh Boys at a 
Game of Marbles, not unlike our Modem Taw. There 
is (methinks) a Tlcafure in feeing great Men thus fall in- 
to the Rank of Mankind, and entertain themfelves with 
Divcrfions and Amufements that arc agreeable to the very 
wcakeft of the Species. I muft frankly confefs, that it is 
to me a Beauty in Cato's Charadler, that be would drink 
a chearful Botde with his Friend ; and I cannot but own> 
that I have fecn with great Delight one of the moft cele- 
brated Authors of the laft Age feeding the Ducks in St^ 
JaMes*s Park. By Jnftarces of this Nature, the Heroes^ 
the Statefmen, the Ihilofophers, become as it were fami- 
liar with us, and grow the more amiable, the lefs they 
endeavour to appear awful. A Man who always adh in 
the Severity of Wifdom, or the Haughtinefe of Quality, 
feems to move in a perfonated Part : It looks too con- 
drained and theatrical for a Man to be always in that 
Cbaradler which diftinguifhes him from others. Befides 
that, the Slackening and unbending our Minds on fomci 
Occafions, makes them exert themfelves with greater Vi- 
gour and Alacrity, when they return to their proper and ! 
natural State. '^ 

A S this innocent Way of paffing a leifure Hour is not 
©nly confident with a great Charafter, but very graceful 
in it, fo there are two Sorts of People to whom T would 
moft earneftly recommend it. The firft are thofe who are 
uneafy out of Want of TViow^U; the fecond, are thofe i

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I T grieves me to the very Heart, when I fee feveral 
young Gentlemen, defcended of honeft Farents, run up 
and down hurrying from one End of the Town to the 
other, calling in at every Place of Refort, without being, 
able to fix a Quarter of an Hoar in any, and in a par- 
ticular Hafte without knowing for what. It woutd 
(methinks) be fome Confolation, if I could perfwade 
thefe precipitate young Gentelmen to compofe this Rcf!- 
kfnefs of Mind, and apply themfelves to any Amufement, 
how trivial foever, that might give them Employment^ 
and keep them out of Harm's Way. They cannot ima- 
gine how great a Relief it would be to them, if they 
could grow fedatc enough to play for two or three Hours 
at a Game of Pufh-pin. But thefe bufy, idle Animals^ 
are only their own Tormentors: The Turbulent and. 
Dangerous are for embroiling Councils, ftirring up Sedi- 
tions, and fubverting.ConfHtucions, out of a meer RefUef- 
nefs of Temper, and an Infenfibility of all the Pleafurcs 
of Life that are calm and innocent. It is impoflible for 
a Man to be fo much employed m any Scene of AdUon, 
as to have great and good Affairs enough to fill up hb 
whole Time ; there will Hill be Chafms and empty Spa^- 
ces, in which a working Mind will employ itfelf to its 
own Prejudice, or that of others, unlefs it can be at Eafe 
in the Exerdfe of fuch Adlions as are in themfelves indif- 
ferent. How often have I wiflied, for the Good of the 
Nation, That feveral famous Politicians could take any 
Fleafure in feeding Ducks. I look upon an able Statefnaa 
out of Bufinefs, like a huge Whale, diat will endeavour to 
overtorn the Ship, unlefs he has an empty Caft. to play with. 

B U T to return to my good Friend and Correfpondent, 
I am afraid we fhall both be laugJied at, when I confefs, 
that we have often gone out into the Field to look upon a 
Bird's Ned ; and have more than once taken an Eveninglr 
Walk together on purpofe to fee the Sun fet.

He does sot appear to himfelf the. fame 
Perfon in his Hoafe, at his Table, in Company, or in 
Retirement ; and lofes the Relifli of all the Pleafores and 
Diverfions that were before entertaining to him by her 
Participation of them. The moil agreeable Objeds re- 
call the Sorrow for her with whom he ufed to enjoy 
them. This additional Satisfadion, from the Tafte of 
Pleafiires in the Society of one we love, is admirably de- 
fcribed in Milton, who reprefents E've, though in Para- 
dife itfelf, no farther pleafed with the beautiful Objeds 
ardund her, than as fhe fees them in Compaay with 
Adam, in that Paflage fo inexpreiEbly charming.
